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THE WEST IN SEPTEMBER 

September’s pattern is woven from the 
tag ends of summer’s heat, tempered 
by the shorter days and the crisper 
nights of autumn. Gradually, the days 
become more mellow. More and more, 
the red and golden colors of fall light 
up the landscape. After the Equinox, on 
September 21, migrations of game birds 
and animals presage the coming winter. 


Resorts and vacation spots become 
quieter after Labor Day, which marks 
the end of summer play for school chil- 
dren. Operators of resorts look forward 
to a little fishing on their own; and they 
have more time to spend with their 
guests. September and October belong 
to the natives. It’s their favorite season. 
Throughout the West festivals and fairs 
celebrate the harvest, and centennials re- 
create events of western history. Often 
they tell a vivid story of the section in 
which they are held. Regardless of 
whether you wish to include them or to 
avoid them in your September travels, 
here are some that will highlight their 
areas this month. ° 


. NORTHERN CALIFORNIA 

Monterey. The re-enactment of Califor- 
nia’s first Constitutional Convention will 
be staged in complete detail at Monterey 
from August 29 through September 5. 
There will be pageants, parades, dances 
in early California costume, and events 
in which all visitors may participate. 
Sacramento. There are over 25 county 
and regional fairs in California in Sep- 
tember. Mother of them all is the Calli- 
fornia State Fair in Sacramento, Sep- 
tember 1 through September 11. 


The judging and sale of purebred here- 
fords, Aberdeen - angus, spotted Poland 
China hogs, and other livestock will at- 
tract cattlemen and other buyers from 
all parts of the nation. There will be 
horse racing on the race track. Entrants 
will place before judges everything from 
comb honey to Oriental persimmons. The 
flower show, which has been an impor- 
tant part of the state fair for 91 years, 
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Travel 


will feature chrysanthemums this year. 


Deer Country. From September 15 to Oc- 
tober 15, the area between Alturas and 
Susanville is deer hunting country. The 
Modoc lava sheet and the Pit River val- 
ley provide grazing land for some of the 
largest mule deer in California. 


If you’re not a hunter, you'll find this 
good country for a fall camping trip. You 
can get a preview of fall colors east of 
Alturas in the Warner Range, where 
quaking aspen and choke cherries grow 
in thick stands of fir and ponderosa pine. 
West of Alturas is part of the largest 
forest of junipers in the United States. 
There are camp sites nearby in the Modoc 
National Forest. Write the Supervisor’s 
Office, Modoc National Forest, Alturas, 
California, for information on packing 
in to some of the high lakes. 


Sonoma. The Vailey of the Moon Vintage 
Festival will be held in Sonoma on Sep- 
tember 24 and 25. It will celebrate the 
grape harvest and will show some of 
the history of 100 years ago. No auto- 
mobiles will be allowed on the streets 
bordering the town plaza, early Califor- 
nia’s largest. Horses and horse drawn 
vehicles will provide the only transporta- 
tion. The influences of Spanish rule, the 
nearby Russians, and the early Hun- 
garian and Swiss settlers will be seen 
in the costumes of the townsfolk. 


SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA 

San Diego. September is a busy month in 
San Diego County. A three day festival, 
September 3, 4, and 5, will mark the 
opening of San Diego’s $15,000,000 Mis- 
sion Bay Aquatic playground. There will 
be entertainment on floating stages, 
water ballets, fireworks, and a night par- 
ade of lighted floats. Beach landings will 
be demonstrated by the Navy and Marine 
Corps. Sailing craft will race in the bay. 
Escondido. Escondido’s 41st Annual 
Grape Day Celebration will be held Sep- 
tember 9, 10, and 11. It’s a festival mix- 
ture of re-enacted history, castanets, and 
parade floats. Each visitor will be given 
a bunch of grapes. 


PACIFIC NORTHWEST 

Salmon Fishing. The September lineup of 
salmon derbies from Gold Beach on the 
Rogue River in Oregon to Vancouver 
Island in British Columbia proves sal- 
mon fishing is at its height. You can take 
part in the derby at Gold Beach up to 
October 15; at Waldport on the Alsea 
River from September 24 to October 30; 
at Pacific City and Woods on the Nes- 
tucca River from September 3 through 
October 31; at Nehalem on the Nehalem 
River from September 17 to October 9; 
at Warrenton on the Columbia River 
from September 2 to 5; at Astoria on the 
Columbia, August 30 to September 8. 
In Washington, salmon fishing centers 
around Puget Sound. The Seattle Times 
Salmon Derby ends September 25; their 
Silver Salmon Derby runs from Septem- 
ber 15 to October 28. The derby fever 
captures the whole town of Port An- 
geles on the Strait of Juan de Fuca 
when the year-long Port Angeles derby 
comes to a festival ending on Labor Day. 
The Port Alberni Tyee Club on Van- 
couver Island holds weekly contests until 
October 9, with finalists from cach week 
competing on October 10. 


Highest honor among fishermen is becom- 
ing a member of the Tyee Club of British 
Columbia which centers around the vil- 
lage of Campbell River on Vancouver 
Island. Official tyee season at Campbell 
River is from August 1 to September 15. 
If you prefer fishing in less crowded 
waters, you can miss the derbies. Fish- 
ing before or after them is also good. 
Berry Picking. If you don’t mind climb- 
ing over decaying logs and stumps, you 
can load buckets and baskets with wild 
blackberries, blueberries, and huckleber- 
ries in a day or two of berry picking along 
the Oregon coast. Red huckleberries make 
a pie that’s Chinese red in color and that 
is tops on the list for taste. 


County Fairs. In addition to the big 
Oregon State Fair in Salem from Sep- 
tember 5 to 11, there are over 20 other 
fairs, festivals, and rodeos in Oregon in 
September. Many of these will be held

east of the Cascade Range in the high 
plateau country that stretches eastward 
from the mountains. 

The Lake County Fair will be held in 
Lakeview on September 8, 4, and 5. This 
is real southern Oregon round-up country 
where dusty August cattle drives end up 
in a saddle-busting rodeo. Lakeview is in 
a fertile valley at the head of Goose 
Lake. Duck and goose hunting is excel- 
lent in early October. Fishing is good on 
Dairy Creek in September. There’s an 
improved campground on the creek. 
Hunters Lodge, just north of Lakeview, 
is the best spot in these parts for non- 
camping tourists. 

The Harney County Fair will be held at 
Burns on September 16, 17 and 18. Like 
many another fair in this country, the 
Harney County Fair gives local ranchers 
a chance to let off steam after driving 
the cattle in from the sagebrush flats, 
fattening them on hay, and shipping 
them to markets. A loop trip north of 
Burns will take you through a large 
chunk of America’s largest yellow pine 
forest. Another loop southeast of Burns 
takes you over rough roads past Malheur 
Lake into open range country, past Al- 
vord Desert, and along the rugged Steens 
Mountain. 

In Washington, the 46th Annual Western 
Washington Fair will be held in Puyal- 
lup from September 17 to 25. It’s a farm 
produce and livestock show, set among 
acres of flower beds and green lawns. 
There’s another big time county fair 
in Walla Walla, Washington, on Septem- 
ber 2, 3, 4, and 5: You can use the fair 
as an excuse to get into this country 
and see the nearby Blue Mountains and 
Wallowa Range. Write the Chamber of 
Commerce in Walla Walla for informa- 
tion on camping, hiking, fishing, and 
hunting information in this off-the-beaten 
track mountain country. 

In the Inland Empire, around Spokane, 
Washington, and the lake country of the 
Idaho Panhandle, the colors and _ the 
lake fishing pick up after a lapse during 
the summer months. The Duncan Gar- 
dens in Spokane are in full bloom and 
the tamaracks and mountain ash and 
kinnikinnick will be turning in late Sep- 
tember. Fishing is good at Coeur d’Alene 
and Pend Oreille lakes in Idaho. If you 
just want to see the lake country, there’s 
an excursion up Coeur d’Alene Lake to 
the town of St. Joe, 25 miles up the river 
which feeds the great lake, every day 
through September. The Kootenai Coun- 
ty Fair at Coeur d’Alene on September 
22nd to 24th features a calf scramble in 
which local boys catch and tie up calves 
released by local merchants. Lodges and 
boat services on Pend Oreille Lake offer 
full facilities through September and 
there’s still time to win one of the prizes 
in the annual Fish Derby—which helps 
to finance the local fish hatchery. You 
can win in this one without being there 
at the time of judging. - 








Deer watching—some 
facts about antlers 


If you don’t have deer in your back yard, 
trimming your flowers to the ground and 
your fruit trees to bare branches, you'll 
enjoy seeing them when you travel in 
the West. 

It requires a bit of watching to know the 
types of Western deer or much about 
their habits. Here are some facts from a 
man who has watched them for many 
years—Amateur Naturalist A. J. Farmer 
of Sunnyvale, California: 

There are two major species of deer in the 
West: the mule deer found in the high 
country of the Sierra Nevada and Cas- 
cade ranges, and the black-tail in the hills 
and valleys of the coastal ranges. The 
mule deer gets its name from its large 
mule-like ears. The black-tail’s ears are 
shorter and somewhat broader. The mule 
deer is larger than the black-tail deer. Its 
antlers generally have more points, are 
more massive, are wider and lower than 
those of the black-tail.

The mule deer has a white tail with a 
black tip. The black-tail deer has a 
broader tail which is entirely black on top 
and white underneath. 

In many ways, the most spectacular thing 
about any deer is its antler growth. Ant- 
lers are not horns. Horns are made of 
hardened and thickened skin, are per- 
manent, and are grown by both males and 
females. Antlers are bone, are shed each 
year, and are borne only by the male deer, 
the buck. As a rare exception, the doe 
may grow antlers. 

Growing antlers is the buck’s principal 
accomplishment during the summer. He 
begins growing them about May, when a 
couple of bumps start to push up in front

of his ears. They grow rapidly. And they 
are covered by a sheath of skin. A dense 
coat of short, stiff hair on this layer of 
skin looks like and is called velvet. 





Velvet-covered antlers are sensitive. Buck 
heads for open space to avoid bumping 


During this period, the antlers are filled 
with blood and nerves. They are soft and 
sensitive. The core of bony structure is 
not very strong while it is growing, and 
it is easily broken. Any real injury to 
them at this stage results in a permanent 
deformity to that set of antlers. If cut, 
they bleed freely just as any other part of 
the deer would bleed. When feeding dur- 
ing this velvet period, the buck is careful 
to avoid striking his antlers against any 
hard or rough object. Because of this sen- 
sitivity, the buck usually leaves the does 
and fawns in late spring, and works slowly 
and carefully to a higher altitude where 
the brush and trees are short and sparse. 
He is not likely to bump his antlers in 
such open range. 


By August or September the antlers are 
fully formed. A flange or burr forms 
around each antler close to the head and 
gradually chokes off the blood supply. The 
velvet begins to shrivel and turns brown. 
This causes an annoying itching, which 
causes the buck to rub his antlers against 
trees and brush. This brush fighting frays 
the velvet into shreds which hang about 
the buck’s head. Most of the shreds are 
removed by brush fighting; others are 
scraped off with the deer’s hind hoofs in 
the same manner in which a dog scratches 
his head with his hind foot. The antlers 
are blunt and round until this stage. 
They finally harden and come out of the 
velvet as sharp as the tines of a fork. 


The complete process of antler growth 
and velvet shedding takes about four or 
five months. Velvet shedding marks the 
beginning of the mating season. The buck 
prepares for mating by continued brush 
fighting to polish his antlers. Then, he 
returns to the doe herd to compete with 
other bucks for a mate. This competition 
between bucks is much like a wrestling 
match. They approach each other, in the 
presence of does, lower their heads, and 
charge a short distance. With their ant- 
lers meshed, they push, twist, and strain 
in an attempt to throw the other or push 
him back. They do not make repeated 
charges. When one buck has had enough, 
he simply quits and trots away. 

This antler polishing, wrestling, and mat- 
ing lasts until January or February. After 
the mating season ends, he has no further 


use for antlers, and they are shed. A 
thin layer of skin quickly grows over the 
spots where the antlers grew, and for a 
month or so he is antlerless. Without his 
antlers, the buck loses his arrogant spirit. 
Except for his larger size, he hardly can 
be distinguished from the does. 

The antlers that are shed disintegrate un- 
der the weathering-of sun and rain. In 
the humid, coastal range of the black-tail 
deer, the antlers rot faster than in some 
of the drier, inland areas. 

Ordinarily a buck’s antlers are larger and 
have more points each successive year un- 
til he obtains a full head of antlers, but 
the popular method of determining a 
buck’s age by the number of antler points 
is not reliable. 





In first year, deer has simple spikes 


The first set of antlers on a mule deer 
usually has two points on each side. If the 
buck is a black-tail, he will probably wear 
a spike—just one point on each side of his 
head. The second year, the mule deer may 
have three or four points on each side; the 
black-tail may have two or three. 





A full set, pride of the buck, is all ready 
for brush polishing, wrestling, and mating 


When the buck reaches four or five points 
on each side, he usually is considered to 
have a mature head. This full head is 
borne each year the buck is prime. There- 
fore, a buck with four points on each side 
may be three, five, or more years old. 
Here are other reasons why you can’t tell 
a buck’s age by the number of his points: 
Well fed deer grow antlers that are heavier 
and that have more points than poorly 
nourished bucks of the same age. 

Some antlers have been found with more 
than 60 points. 

There is often a different number of points 
on each side. 

During old age, the number of points and 
the massiveness of the antlers decrease. 
If the deer reaches an age of 10 or 12 
years, he once again may carry only sim- 
ple spikes.

White Mountains 
mT 


MANY WESTERNERS, hurrying 
across eastern Arizona on one of the main 
transcontinental highways, would be sur- | 
prised to learn that only a slight change 
of course would take them to a cool 
mountain vacation land of forests, lakes, 
and streams. It is especially recommended 
to hunter, fisherman, mountain lover. 
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The White Mountains are central to al- 
most all other major destinations in the 
Southwest. (See map.) This region is ripe 
for visiting in September. 

Midway down the state, between U. S. 
Highway 66 via Flagstaff and U. S. High- 
way 70 via Phoenix, Arizona’s White 
Mountains nestle right next to the New 
Mexico border. Here the usual mile-high 
plateau ascends to 11,590 feet at the 
summit of Mt. Baldy, with most of the 
intervening country at altitudes between 
6,000 and 9,000 feet. 

At the foot of Baldy lie the headwaters 
of three major rivers, the Little Colorado. 
the Black, and the White, well stocked 
with rainbow, brook, and German brown 
trout. The Mt. Baldy Wilderness Area 
of 7,400 acres immediately surrounding 
the peak is not penetrated by road, but 
may be reached by trail from Sheep 
Crossing Campground, about five miles 
south of Greer. 

The White Mountains lie within parts of 
Sitgreaves National Forest, Apache Na- 
tional Forest, and Fort Apache Indian 
Reservation. The latter is almost entirely 
uncommercialized, but will attract the 
sportsman or the traveler interested in 
the relics of Indian civilization at Fort 
Apache, Kiva Ruins, and Kinishba Ruins. 
This whole area contains some of Ari- 
zona’s finest forest land, ponderosa pine, 
as well as spruce, fir, and aspen fringing 
the numerous lakes and meadows. It sup- 
ports considerable lumbering, notably at 
the company town of McNary, and cattle 
grazing. Yet there is plenty of room to 
spare for large flocks of wild turkey, deer, 
and elk, with an occasional bear, moun- 
tain lion, golden lynx, and beaver. 


FISHING AND HUNTING. 

On a three-week vacation starting late 
this month, you could have seven days 
of fishing, eight days of loafing and en- 
joying the fall coloring, and five days of 
turkey hunting. Fishing season lasts 
through September 30. Wild turkey sea- 
son is October 9 through 13. Deer season 
(white tail, Rocky Mountain mule, and 
desert mule) is October 29 through No- 
vember 14. 

Non-resident license fees sound a little 
complicated, but they are tailored to the 
traveler’s special needs: reservation fish- 
ing, $2.00; five-day fishing, $2.25; all- 
season fishing, $4.00; small game hunt- 
ing (wild turkey), $10; all fishing and 
hunting, $25. 

The air remains cool in summer, gets 
crisp by fall, and very cold in winter. In 
late summer there’s color along stream 
borders, in the cienegas (marshy mead- 
ows) and high mountain meadows. After 
the first frost, in early September, the 
leaves of the quaking aspens turn golden 
and other trees don full fall colors. 
Hunters can shoot with camera as well 
as gun.

only the latter. Indians living within the 
reservation number almost half of the 
whole region’s 6,000 permanent residents. 
Their forefathers were there when Coro- 
nado came through in 1540 looking for 
the legendary riches of the Seven Cities 
of Cibola. Only 75 years ago they were 
still fighting the whites and engaging in 
inter-tribal skirmishes. Today their be- 
havior is several shades more orthodox. 


Marie Valley Teague of Phoenix, Ari- 
zona, writes: 

“I was fascinated by the Indians in a 
village on the reservation not far from 
MeNary. Both Navajos and Apaches live 
there, some being employed steadily in 
the lumber mills. Others raise beef cattle. 
“The Navajo women wear long, full 
skirts that sweep the ground, with waists 
or blouses, and trimming of bright braid

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or hammered silver conchas. Velvet 
seems to be their favorite fabric. They 
carry their babies in birch baskets slung 
over their backs. 

“Once I saw a woman with a heavy babe 
on her back and a huge bag of groceries 
in her weary arms. She was trudging 
along behind her husband, who was 
empty-handed except for the ice cream 
cone he was eating.” 

Main population centers are Showlow 
and Springerville, 47 miles apart on the 
northern edge of the White Mountains. 
Both were founded in the 1870’s. Show- 
low took its name from an early incident 
in which one pioneer, gambling with a 
ranch at stake, challenged another to 
“show low” and take the ranch. At 
Springerville a general merchandise store 
founded by Gustav Becker in 1876 (“We 
sell ’most everything you need”) is still 
operated along the same solid, old-fash- 
ioned lines by his descendants. 


HOW TO GET THERE 

Approaching from the north or west on 
U. S. Highway 66, turn south at Hol- 
brook. From southern Arizona and the 
Phoenix area, drive northeast from Globe 
along U. S. Highway 60, which passes 
through the spectacular Salt River Can- 
yon. From due south, the Coronado Trail 
(U.S. 666) from Clifton up to Springer- 
ville is slow going but picturesque. 

Bus service is available to Showlow and 
Springerville. Both have airports with 
charter planes available, although no 
commercial airlines stop there. You can 
hire pack animals and guides at or near 
most of the towns and resorts, if such 
service is needed. 

U. S. 60 runs like a crack eastbound ex- 
press through Showlow and Springerville. 
Smaller, more leisurely roads run south 
from each into higher mountains and 
through smaller resort towns where the 
fishing and hunting are all-absorbing 
interests. 

South of Showlow are the resort towns 
of Lakeside and Pinetop; McNary, the 
lumbering center; and Whiteriver, head- 
quarters of the Indian Reservation, where 
a “Reservation Fair” with rodeo and cere- 
monial dances is held in late September. 
Springerville’s back country includes Nu- 
trioso, and the resort centers of Greer 
and Alpine, headquarters for some of the 
best fishing and hunting country on the 
three main rivers, on Basin, Big, and 
Crescent lakes, and on numerous smaller 
creeks and lakes.

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Tuolumne Meadows 
in September 


Usually by September 1, autumn has left 
calling cards in Tuolumne Meadows in 
Yosemite National Park, California. 
There is a touch of topaz on the willows, 
the birds are quiet, the deer are plentiful, 
and the late wild flowers continue to 
blossom despite freezing night tempera- 
tures and early morning frosts. 
Tuolumne Meadows is at an elevation 
of 8,600 feet on the Tioga Pass road, 55 
miles from the floor of Yosemite Valley. 
The road is narrow and twisting much of 
the way and is one way in places. The 
meadow itself is 10 miles long and about 
a half mile wide. 

It’s one of the most delightful spots in 
the High Sierra for the Labor Day week- 
end, writes Sunset Reader Elizabeth G. 
Baker of Millbrae, California. Here are 
her notes: 

There’s a feeling in September’s invigor- 
ating atmosphere that summer is regret- 
fully holding out her arms to say fare- 
well. At mid-day and in the afternoon, 
bright sunshine mingles with the chill of 
morning to remind you it’s Indian sum- 
mer. This Labor Day the grassy carpet 
will be greener than usual, because of 
last winter’s heavy snowpack. 

As you walk along, you will be aware of a 
mysterious stillness, for even the birds 
are quiet at this time of year. But if you 
look carefully, you will see chickadees, 
red - breasted nuthatches, and Clark’s 
crows. The usually rare crossbills and 
pine grosbeaks are more likely to be 
seen at this late date than earlier. Late 
blooming gentians, asters, and goldenrod 
add a cheerful note of color to the heavy 
strokes of forest green. 

Carl Sharsmith, veteran ranger and natu- 
ralist who knows every inch of Tuolumne 
Meadows, will conduct his final camp- 
fire program for the season on Saturday 
evening, September 3, in the public camp- 
ground. If you can attend, it’s an expe- 
rience you will long remember. Inquire 
also whether Carl Sharsmith has sched- 
uled a nature walk for any morning while 
you are there. If so, don’t miss it. 


For the fisherman and hiker, 9,240 foot 
high Dog Lake is a pleasant two-mile 
jaunt from the Tuolumne Meadows 
Lodge. The lake contains four and five- 
pound trout. Try bait fishing; they don’t 
take readily to a fly. 

Southeast of the Lodge, the Lyell Fork 
of the Tuolumne River traverses another 
mountain meadow. A trail leads along 
this fork of the river for a distance of 14 
miles to Mount Lyell, the highest peak 
in the park, 13,090 feet. It is the Lyell 
Glacier on this mountain that feeds the 
Lyell Fork of the Tuolumne. It’s a real 





challenge to the hiker who attempts to 
climb its icy summit. The 14-mile trip is 
too long, of course, for one day. But 
whatever part is taken is well worth the 
time and effort. 

The most popular short trip of all is 
the two-mile round trip up the back of 
Lembert Dome, starting from the ranger 
station. In the meadow proper, nearly 
all the trees are lodgepole pine. On the 
hike up Lembert Dome you will see red 
fir, Jeffrey pine, western juniper, moun- 
tain hemlock, white bark pine, and west- 
ern white pine. At the summit, you will 
have a commanding view of Tuolumne 
Meadows and the panorama of peaks that 
surround it and stretch into the distance. 
September night time temperatures may 
drop to 32 degrees and lower. Take along 
extra blankets and warm clothing if you 
plan to camp out. Campgrounds are 
equipped with tables, tap water, and 
sanitary facilities. There’s a store, gas 
station, telephone, and post office near 
the campground. Accommodations at 
Tuolumne Meadows Lodge consist of 
comfortable canvas topped cabins. Each 
cabin has a small wood stove, a supply of 
wood, and plenty of wool blankets. A cen- 
tral bath house and hot shower are avail- 
able. A large separate tent unit, located 
on the bank of the Dana Fork of the 
Tuolumne River, serves as a dining room 
and lounge. Reservations are necessary 
at the lodge, not at the campgrounds.

L S U D D E L M a R 
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Cool Haiti 


Winter is not the only season for Carib- 
bean trips. Mr. and Mrs. Robert W. Poin- 
dexter of Carlsbad, California, spent last 
July and August in Haiti, and proved to 
their dubious friends that the Caribbean 
area offers interesting and unusual pos- 
sibilities for a summer and fall vacation. 
Their notes describe some of these: 
“After five days of sailing over sapphire 
waters from Hoboken, New Jersey, the 
dawn of the sixth day found us with 
steamship motors quiet in Port au Prince 
Harbor, Haiti. Myriads of pale green 
jelly fish surrounded the boat. 

“We stayed that day and night at Hotel 
Olafson. It is about two miles out of town 
against a hill, among tall palms and gay 
poinciana trees. The poinciana blooms in 
June, July, and August. 

“Although the temperature of Port au 
Prince was not unbearable, we hired a taxi 
the next day to drive us to Kenskoff, the 
summer resort of upper class Haitians. 
Kenskoff, 15 miles from Port au Prince, 
clings to a mountainside at an elevation 
of 4,500 feet. As the taxi climbed higher 
and higher toward Kenskoff, views of 
magnificence unfolded at every turn. The 
air became cooler and cooler until sweat- 
ers were put on just as we came into this 
mountain village. 

“We stayed at the Hotel Florville. The 
front of the hotel clung with its finger 
nails to the main and only auto road. The 
rear of the hotel was four stories off the 
ground. Our two tiny rooms were connect- 
ed by a narrow balcony which looked out 
over five mountain ranges, a broad valley, 
and the blue, blue harbor of Port au 
Prince. We slept under four cotton 
blankets. That’s how cool you can be in 
Haiti in summer! 

“Coffee was served to us in bed, preceding 
breakfast by an hour. Cooking was creole 
style—beautifully garnished and wonder- 
fully tasteful. Besides chicken, turkey, 
and shrimp, we were served many trop- 
ical fruits: mangoes, papayas, grenadines, 
and bananas. Later on in the summer, the 
peaches, plums, and strawberries ripen. 
“Past the hotel all day, every day walked 
the most amazing parade of Haitian 
peasants. They were market bound, car- 
rying huge baskets of vegetables, fruits, 
chickens, rum, jam, and straw purses. We 
could have watched them all day had 
there not been so many other sights to 
see. They are a friendly, lovable people. 


“Haitian money is divided into gourdes, 
each gourde being worth 20 cents. The ex- 
change is even, five gourdes for $1.00. 

“Hotel rates are quite low. American plan 
rooms in the Hotel Olafson in Port au 
Prince range from $4.00 to $7.00 a day per 
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person. At the Hotel Florville in Ken- 
skoff, Mr. Florville, the owner, gave us a 
15 per cent discount every two weeks on 
our already low hotel bill—$4.00 per day 
per person, American plan.” 

The Poindexters went to Haiti on a 
Standard Fruit and Steamship Company 
freighter. One leaves Hoboken, New Jer- 
sey, every two weeks, carrying 8 to 12 
passengers. Reservations should be made 
at least two months in advance. One way 
fare, Hoboken to Port au Prince, is $117, 
including tax; there is no reduction for 
round trip. The boats are clean; the state- 
rooms, small but adequate. Passengers 
have the run of the boat. The food is ex- 
cellent and more than ample. While the 
southbound voyage takes only 6 days, the 
return takes 10 to 12 days because of two 
or three stops in eastern Cuba and one or 
two in northern Haiti. 

If you prefer getting there more quickly, 
you can fly from Miami, Florida, to Port 
au Prince in four hours for $155, round 
trip, including tax. 


FROM GULF PORTS 

Information about freighters which leave 
from New Orleans and other Gulf ports 
and which call at Port au Prince may be 
obtained from the Alcoa Steamship Com- 
pany, 420 Market Street, San Francisco 
11, or Royal Netherlands Steamship Co., 
25 Broadway, New York. 

An alternate way, which combines sea 
and air travel, is by freighter or steam- 
ship to San Juan, Puerto Rico, or Ciudad 
Trujillo, Dominican Republic, which are 
only a few hours away from Port au 
Prince by air. Details about these freight- 
ers may be obtained by writing Lykes 
Brothers Steamship Co., Inc., Whitney 
Building, New Orleans, or from Sudden & 
Christenson, Inc., representatives for Wa- 
terman Steamship Corp., 310 Sansome 
Street, San Francisco. Passenger ship in- 
formation may be obtained from Alcoa, 
which schedules three cruise ships stop- 
ping at Ciudad Trujillo. 

Pan American Airlines schedules regular 
flights to Port au Prince from Ciudad 
Trujillo or San Juan, and KLM Dutch 
Airlines fly between Ciudad Trujillo and 
Port au Prince. 


WEST COAST APPROACH 

From the West Coast, it is possible to go 
to Puerto Rico by sea, then to fly to Port 
au Prince, or to fly directly to Port au 
Prince. Details on the combined trip may 
be obtained from Pope & Talbot Line, 320 
California Street, San Francisco 4, and 
from Pan American Airlines. 

By air, Port au Prince is about 36 hours 
away from San Francisco or Los Angeles 
via Chicago or Dallas and Miami. Round 
trip fare is about $545. Landing card at 
Port au Prince costs $1.00.

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How to build a fire in the rain 





WHILE a campfire is easy to start when 
the weather is dry, it can be a diffi- 
cult and shivery job on a rainy day when 
the firewood is soaked. Foresight, in the 
form of dry matches and a fire kindler, 
makes wet-weather fires surer and faster. 
A supply of dry matches is the first neces- 
sity. A waterproof match container is the 
safest place to keep them. Beware of sur- 
plus “escape kit” items from World War 
II because the gaskets and glass tops leak. 
Select long kitchen matches with firm 
heads. Blue-tips are best. Put them into 
the container head first so that the match 
heads won’t be softened if withdrawn by 
a damp hand. This supply should be kept 
for emergencies only; never used for light- 
ing ordinary fires or for smoking. 


WATERPROOFING MATCHES 

Matches may be waterproofed in several 
ways. Dip kitchen matches in thin, clear 
shellac or melted paraffin. Stick them, 
heads up, on pins or needles thrust through 
heavy cardboard, to dry thoroughly. 
Don’t carry them loose in your pocket, be- 
cause the waterproofing will wear off. An- 
other quick and easy method is to wrap 


and tie several small boxes of safety 
matches or packs of book matches in 
heavy paper or cotton, such as muslin or 
flour sacking, then coat the whole package 
with melted paraffin. When paraffin is set, 
wrap in brown wrapping‘ paper. The 
wrappers make excellent fire kindlers. 
Before you rely on your waterproofing 
technique, test against the commercially 
waterproofed matches. Soak each type in 
water a few minutes before lighting. 


FIRE KINDLERS 

Dry matches alone won’t light a fire laid 
with wet wood. A second necessity is a 
kindler—any substance which will ignite 
quickly and burn long enough to dry and 
ignite some of the damp wood around and 
above it. Several light and compact com- 
mercial types are available at sporting 
goods stores. Army fuel-tablet ration units 
are sold at most Army surplus stores. 


Many sportsmen carry candle stubs to 
help light difficult fires. Inexpensive kin- 
dlers can be made by rolling sections of 
newspapers in tight rolls one and a half 
inches in diameter and soaking with hot 
paraffin. When hard, cut in small cylinders. 


FUEL FOR YOUR FIRE 

The best natural kindler in the West is 
pitch pine. If you split a dead pine stump 
or a large knot (watch out for slips from 
your axe or knife), you will find sections 
of the wood heavily streaked with pitch. 
Even when wet, pitch pine burns readily. 
In building a fire, choose a slight rise to 
insure drainage away from the fire. Pile 
two parallel rows of rocks at least a foot 
high and two feet apart, or use two short 
thick lengths of logs instead of the rocks. 
Roof the top of this emergency stove with 
sufficient sticks, small logs, or lightning- 
split slabs to keep out the rain, then go in 
search of dry wood. 

Even in a rain storm, there are sources of 
comparatively dry wood. Dead branches 
and twigs up underneath the heavily-need- 
led lower limbs of such conifers as young 
firs and lodgepole pines will be dry. Dry 
wood may be found occasionally under 
deadfalls, and most non-rooted logs and 
stumps will yield Gry wood when they are 
split open. 

When dry wood is found, place some of 
the drier sticks on the ground as a base

California customers please add 5 cents sales tax 
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for whatever kindler you have. Arrange a 
double handful of finely cut small sticks 
around and above the kindler. Then fill 
your improvised fireplace with small, dry 
wood. Light the kindler, which will dry 
and then ignite the surrounding sticks. 
The heat from these eventually will set 
fire to the larger pieces which have been 
serving as a roof over the fire. Wet- 
weather fires must be strong enough to 
generate the necessary heat to dry out 
the wood as well as to ignite it. 


Morning firesare simplified by preparation 
the night before. Stack wood under a tree, 
teepee style, or cover with a tarp if the 
weather is threatening. Even when the 
night is crystal clear, put some dry sticks 
under the edge of your tent or tarp 
against the dampening effects of morning 
dew or frost. The aroma of coffee and 
bacon comes quicker with dry wood.

Despite reports to the contrary, you can travel safely 
with children to visit our Latin American neighbors 


TWO YEARS AGO, Joe and Betty 
DuPlain, accompanied by son Joel, 5, and 
daughter Jan, 3, took off for a year’s ex- 
ploring in lands south of the Rio Grande. 
They reported on the Central American 
portion of their trip in Sunset for Janu- 
ary, 1947. Here they answer questions 
about their doings in South America: 
When the big Panagra plane lifted off the 
runway of Albrook Field in the Canal 
Zone, we were all set for South America. 
Two weeks of good food and pure water in 
that wonderful little strip of the U.S. A. 
iad given us a fresh start. We realized that 
the idea of a couple with two small chil- 
dren traveling through Latin America for 
education and pleasure was still a little 
ambitious but certainly far from impos- 
sible. We were all seasoned, so to speak, 
by more than two months in Mexico and 
Central America. 

The next ten months, from Panama to 
Rio, proved that everything we had learn- 
ed on the first leg of our junket was true. 
With a 5 year old son and a 3 year old 
daughter, we had to travel slowly. Naps 
and playtime were a part of every day’s 
schedule. Those periods were about as im- 
portant to mommy and daddy, on the 
go most of the time, as to the kids. And 
we always had to be careful of what we ate 
and drank. In many ways Latin American 
standards and accommodations are on a 
par with those at home, but they don’t 
quite include hygiene. The rest was a 
panorama of thrilling new places, varied 
cultures, and people who couldn’t have 
been more friendly or hospitable. The 
Latins love children and our two blond 
youngsters were a better passport than a 
state department could ever issue. 


WHERE AND HOW 

Here it is in a broad sweep. We first set 
foot on South American soil in beautiful 
Medellin, Colombia, and then flew over 
two great ranges of the Andes and the val- 
ley of the Rio Magdalena to Bogota, Co- 
lombia’s 9,000-foot high capital city. We 
moved south to Quito, Ecuador, down the 
famous narrow gauge railway to coastal 
Guayaquil, by DC-4 to Lima, Pert, then 
by rail, bus, and horseback through the 
towering Peruvian Andes to Santiago, 
Chile, around through the magnificent 
lake district of southern Chile and Argen- 
tina to Buenos Aires, and across the Rio 
de la Plata estuary to Montevideo, Uru- 
guay. By river boat we went 1,800 miles up 
the Parana through the heart of the con- 
tinent to the incomparable falls of Iguazu 
and into Brazil’s Matto Grosso wilder- 
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ness, from which a train carried us out to 
Sao Paulo and Rio de Janeiro. The last lap 
was 6,000 miles by freighter to New York 
City, with stops only at Trinidad and Bar- 
bados in the British West Indies. 

There were two breaks in the journey. We 
rented a house in the residential Mira- 
flores District of Lima for two months and 
Joel attended kindergarten at the Amer- 
ican school. We made jaunts into North- 
ern Pert, to Huancayo in the central 
Andes by railroad which climbs from sea 
level to 15,688 feet in 80 miles, and to 
Cuzco, amazing mountain capital of the 
ancient Inca empire. Again we paused in 
Tigre, the “Venice of Argentina,” less than 
an hour by electric train from downtown 
Buenos Aires, where we spent two de- 
lightful months and both children attend- 
ed the new American school. It was there, 
ironically, in one of our few contacts with 
Americans, that any illness developed— 
Jan got the mumps. The rest of the time 
we were as well as we might have been in 
sunny California. 


HINT: LAUGH AT TROUBLES 


When we talk to people about the trip 
now, they always ask first how we did it 
with the children. For me, that’s easy to 
answer. I point to my wife, Betty, who’s 
a skillful manager and born traveler. She 
kept the children well fed and happy, and 
she made good travelers out of them, too. 
At the risk of sounding a bit maudlin, I 
will say that she first confounded, then 
revived us by laughing in the midst of our 
worst predicaments. And when we were 
carrying everything we needed for a year, 
including a pressure cooker and roller 
skates for the children, she performed the 
incredible feat of keeping under the air- 
plane luggage maximum. 

Then they want to know which country 
we liked best. That’s hard to answer. Few 
norteamericanos pay much attention to 
the Latin American countries, and yet 
each one is fascinating, and different from 
the others. Some are almost overwhelmed 
with social and economic ‘problems, and 
there is usually a great gulf between the 
rich and poor, but people on every level 
know how to live gracefully and leisurely. 
Too leisurely, the frantic American visitor 
may think, when he hears manana, senor, 
for the tenth time in answer to some re- 
quest. But that’s the way it is, and after a 
while you may decide they’re right. 
There isn’t a country in which we wouldn’t 
enjoy spending a year or so. If we were 
picking one by American standards, how- 
ever, the choice would be Argentina. It’s 


rich and prosperous, there’s lots to see and 
do, the people are friendly, Perén not- 
withstanding, and it is the one place in 
South America where you can drink the 
unboiled water and enjoy a green salad 
with any impunity. Buenos Aires, seventh 
city of the world, is a revelation of ultra- 
modern subways and buildings ranging up 
to 35 stories. 

Finally, they ask us how we got along with 
the language. When we left California, we 
knew that gracias meant “thanks” and 
that’s about all. Even that wasn’t a good 
start. The Latins always use the superla- 
tive muchas gracias unless they intend to 
be curt. Nearly everywhere we went, how- 
ever, the people knew some English and 
wanted to talk it whether they were able 
to or not. By the time we got around to 
Brazil, we decided we were doing pretty 
well, and the children even better in carry- 
ing on with their occasional playmates. 
Then, suddenly, it was Portuguese, and 
nine-tenths of our Spanish was useless. 


In U.S. terms, the continental-style break- 
fast of coffee and bread that we were 
offered in most of South America wasn’t 
a breakfast at all—it was just a taunt. 
We got so that we bought fruit in ad- 
vance and supplemented it with pablum 
and powdered milk. Three members of our 
family, not including my wife, became 
particularly devoted to pablum. 


PORTER PROBLEMS 

The porteros were in a class by themselves 
and deserve none of the approval we ex- 
tend to other Latins. They seized one’s 
baggage, nodded evasively that the fee 
would be a pittance, and then demanded 
a king’s ransom when the job was done. 
Our ultimate strategy with baggage was 
this: Joel and I took one of our seven bags 
from train to taxi, or vice versa, and then, 
while Joel held one fort and Betty and Jan 
the other, I shuffled back and forth with 
the remaining bags. This earned the overt 
contempt of the porteros, but, I am con- 
vinced, their secret admiration as well. 


All the way, our children were extraor- 
dinary travelers. On every boat, plane, 
train, bus or trolley, and in every hotel or 
pension, they made friends quickly and 
then introduced their parents. In all the 
stores they entered, they were given sou- 
venirs, petted, and coaxed to try their 
Spanish. With Betty’s help, they impro- 
vised their own games. A favorite pastime 
was to serve tea from their little set of 
tin dishes to those traveling with us. They 
would heckle us to take them to a park or 
zoo when we had a church or museum in 
mind, but were usually agreeable when we 
promised a fair division of the day. They 
got tired on heavy days, and I probably 
sarried Jan “piggy-back” a good hundred 
miles, but they always bounced back full 
of energy the next morning. 

They remember a surprising number of 
things, too, like the United States Army 
fliers stationed in Cali, Colombia, who 
took them jeep-riding and decorated Joel 
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with a set of “wings”; the Ecuadorian In- 
dians dancing in fiesta; the llamas in Pera; 
the hotel’s rooftop swimming pool in Gua- 
yaquil; the gorgeous beach at Vina del 
Mar in Chile; the man who shouted his 
only English, “so long, baby!” when we 
left him in Paraguay; their first snow— 
as California children—on the Chile-Ar- 
gentine frontier; the Argentine gauchos; 
the soccer match in Montevideo; and the 
time that we joined a street dance with 
10,000 singing Cariocans in Rio’s spectac- 
ular carnival. They remember more of the 
countless church and military parades in 
every country than we do. With a little 
aid, such as “Nic” for Nicaragua or “Arg” 
for Argentina, they can name all the coun- 
tries we visited. 


SUMMARY OF COSTS 

The trip was more expensive than we had 
anticipated, for South America has experi- 
enced a cost of living increase comparable 
to that in the United States. Hotel bills 
were as high as here at home and plane 
fares cut deeply into our funds. Paying 
for all the water we drank, each bottle 
more expensive than a Coke, was painful. 
We generally gained on the exchange but 
not enough to get excited about. Yet there 
were some compensations. Maids, when 
we needed them during our two stopovers, 
charged the equivalent of $15 in Ameri- 
can money a month, and we still think 
we must have been dreaming in Argentina 
where butter, despite inflation, was 20 
cents a pound, milk 6 cents a quart, and 
a five-pound rib roast 65 cents in all. 

As a general average, we spent $15 a day 
as a family of four for food and lodging. 
Most hotels were on the American plan 
and charged my wife and I $5.00 apiece 
and half price each for the children. This 
was for a reasonably good hotel, often the 
best. About the best we did, outside of 
a pension here and there, was approxi- 
mately $9.00 for the family in Buenos 
Aires (at a middle-class hotel) while the 
roughest was in Rio de Janeiro and other 
parts of Brazil, hard hit by inflation, 
where the range was between $20 and 
$25 a day. We were glad to leave, but 
not because we didn’t like Brazil! 

Air travel was expensive. For example, the 
eight-hour hop from Arequipa, Pert, to 
Santiago, Chile, cost our foursome about 
$400. Bus and train travel, however, was 
generally very reasonable. Boat travel 
was steep, though, as passage home on a 
freighter from Rio to New York (25 days) 
put a $1200 dent in the pocketbook—$400 
for each adult and half fare each for the 
children. 

Actually, the only real economies of the 
trip were on local foodstuffs (American 
and other imported goods were exorbi- 
tant) and domestic help during our two 
long stopovers. 

Whatever the trip cost, it was worth every 
centavo. We'll head that way again as 
soon as we get the chance. 

éNo es verdad, Isabel, José, Juanita? 
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We got a report one day recently 
that passengers aboard our new 
Shasta Daylight streamliners be- 
tween Portland and San Francisco 
have just about the best appetites 
you’d find outside of a troop train. 

Some people tell us that they never 
eat more than two meals a day when 
traveling—just don’t feel hungry.

(Photo, 
above, shows one end of coffee shop.) 
In any event, since the Shasta Day- 
light went in service two months 
ago, almost everybody aboard has 
been eating three large, square meals 
during the trip.

One of the reasons for the popularity 
of meals on all our Daylights is the 
delightful atmosphere of the beauti- 
ful dining cars. But probably the 
most important reason is simply that 
the food is so good. Items like the 
famous “Salad Bowl’ and “Cas- 
serole” can’t be improved on any- 
where—not even at home. 
Incidentally, did you know that 
you can order half-portions for 
youngsters for half price? Or, you 
can share your own portion with one 
of your children, at no cost, if you 
like. Just ask for a plate. (Children 
under 5 ride free, under 12 half fare.) 
We’re very proud of our dining 
car service. All food is prepared right 
on the train—never picked up en 
route. Try one of our trains—and 
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enjoy meals in a fine restaurant that 
makes the trip with you.

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IN AND OUT of these ports, and fanning out off Mexico and 
Alaska, go better than 40,000 working fishermen in 15,000 
fishing boats of many different types. 
Fishermen lead a life apart. When they leave port early and 
come back late, you see only the edges. You see their boats 
on the surface but don’t see what goes on underneath. 
You have some notion of the fisherman’s trade, if you have } 


done any of these: If you have ever chartered a boat at San 
Diego to fish for marlin, or have ridden a deep sea troller from 
tiny Depoe Bay. Oregon, out through its needle-like opening 
to the sea. If you or your children have dropped a line off the 
pier at Half Moon Bay, California, or Newport, Oregon. If 
you have watched the boats come in at San Francisco’s Fisher- 

man’s Wharf or the docks at Seattle, or at Astoria, Oregon. 

If you have seen fishermen mending nets at Eureka, California, 

or Grays Harbor, Washington. Or if you have seen them bring 

their boats through the surf and sell their catch on the beach 

at Newport Beach, California. 

But let’s follow the fishing fleet as if we were in a glass-bottom, 
glass-sided boat. From its decks we see fishermen working on 

their decks. Down in the water, through the glass, we see 

the other half of their work. We’ll prow! around bays, river 

mouths, and rocky coast lines, too, watching them man small 

skiffs and dories and dip their nets in the surf. 

As a result of our exploration, the next time a trip takes you 

through Noyo, California, Neah Bay, Washington, or any 

of a hundred other fishing ports large and small along the 

coast, you may view them with different eyes. (Before trying 

fishing fleet methods yourself, check local regulations.)

But 
on the shores, and within and beyond that coastal strip, Pacific 
fishermen harvest their crops in an astonishing variety of 
ways. It takes ingenuity and skill to make your living by 
tilling the sea. 

They fish the ocean from top to bottom with lines, traps, and 
nets. They dive under and they grow crops in the mud flats.

HOOK AND LINE 

This method is tried and true, especially for halibut, salmon, 
tuna, and many minor fish. Because the commercial fisherman 
wants the most fish for the least money, he drops several lines 
at a time and has developed ingenious methods for trailing, 
sinking, and floating them. The simplest type of set line fishing 
can be done by the small operator. He just sets his lines and 
lets them dangle for a while.

ices of a biologist, and the patience to wait two or three years 
until the oysters are ready to harvest. 
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OF ALL THE FACTORS which have 
influenced the development of outdoor 
living in the West, the barbecue stands 
out as the most important. 

The barbecue had many appealing quali- 
ties. It had a rich Western background, 
it gave the garden a picnic atmosphere, 
it solved the problem of week-end enter- 
taining. And the building of the structure 
itself gave many a frustrated brick mason 
and engineer a chance to express himself.

Out of the failure of the barbecue alone 
grew the outdoor living rooms we see in 
Western homes today. 

As the idea of outdoor living rooms devel- 
oped, the barbecue as a structure dimin- 
ished in importance. Dining became but 
one function of the room. The grill be- 
came independent of the fireplace. Often, 
as more living overflowed from the house 
to the garden, the number of areas suit- 
able for outdoor dining increased. One 
terrace might be located for the morning 
sun, another for afternoon shade, and 
another for complete evening protection. 
Such changes created a field for the por- 
table grill and the portable open fire. As 
the photographs on these pages prove, 
the fixed fireplace and grill serves a pur- 
pose entirely different from that of the 
portable unit. However, the portable 
touched off a new wave of homeowner 
inventions. Many graduated into the 
commercial class and are now on the 
market.

plant daffodils 


Sunset’s panel experts discuss the bulb 
which never fails in its promise of spring 


A DAFFODIL will take a lot of punish- 
ment. There isn’t much need to talk 
about its culture. You can vary planting 
depths from three to six inches. You can 
plant from the time bulbs are available 
in September until January and still have 
a good daffodil the first year. The fact 
is, the flower is already in the bulb when 
you buy it, and whether you put it in 
sand or in fertile ground, you'll get the 
flower that was built into the bulb. That 
doesn’t mean, however, that the daffodil 
won’t respond to careful handling. With 
daffodils, as with more finicky bulbs, 
meeting preferences of the plant will 
carry its reward. 

For those who wish to go beyond average 
treatment of daffodils, and who wish to 
be sure of good bloom not only the first 
year, but in succeeding years, here are 
suggestions from a Sunset panel of spe- 
cialists. They are:

TIME TO PLANT 

The accepted planting dates for daffodils 
have been from August to November. 
However, tests show that planting bulbs 
as soon as possible after digging and cur- 
ing insures stronger root systems and top 
growth the first year. And, as a result of 
leaf-stored food returned to the bulb at 
the end of the season, a vigorous, pro- 
ductive bulb is assured for the second and 
third years. 

Although growers dig bulbs from June to 
carly August, it takes until September 1 
to cure and grade them. Garden supply 
stores and nurseries do not receive their 
bulbs until September 15. Ordering early 
is one way to be sure that bulbs will be 
sent to you as soon as they are received. 
Growers who dig in July replant not more 
than three weeks later. If you are divid- 
ing and replanting daffodils this season, 
note the advice of Mr. Craig, who says: 
“Plant as early as possible after the first 


of July, primarily because bulbs in the

ground are safer. I have no trouble from 
high temperatures in late summer and 
early fall forcing top growth at the ex- 
pense of root development. I try to have 
all my daffodils in by the end of August.” 
And when you buy bulbs, be guided by 
this information from Mr. de Graaff: 
‘Look for heavy, solid bulbs with root- 
plates unmarred by mechanical injuries 
or insects. Don’t squeeze them too hard 
for they will bruise like apples or pears.” 


DEPTHS TO PLANT 
A majority of the 
mended four inches of soil over the bulb 
as a safe average depth. One advised 


specialists recom- 


placing six inches of soil over larger 
bulbs, such as those of King Alfred and 
Emperor. In general, the recommenda- 
tion was to plant slightly deeper than 
four inches in light, sandy soils, and shal- 
lower in heavy, clay soils. 

Mr. McDonald plants according to the 
following scale based on the depth of the 
bulb from base to top: Three times the 
depth of the bulb for average or medium- 
heavy soils; deeper for light soils, shal- 
lower for heavy soils.

WHERE TO PLANT 

Full sun is recommended for all daffodils 
except a few types such as Leedsii, Bar- 
rii, and Poeticus, which are best grown 
in filtered shade, especially in warmer 
inland climates. 

Craig, Los Angeles: Even in this hot 
locality, most bulbs give maximum in- 
crease when planted in full sun. It is true, 
for example, of such varieties as Fortune, 
Tunis, Rubra, Jean Hood, Diolite, Bodil- 
ly, Havelock, Hera, Carlton, Kandahar, 
and Galway. As a rule, yellow trumpet 
and yellow incomparabilis daffodils are 
well suited to full sun. However, flowers 
of the Poeticus and Barrii types have a 
tendency to burn in full sun and are bet- 
ter with some protection. Such varieties 
as Daisy Schaffer and Beersheba should 
not be planted in a sunny spot unless 
near the coast or in very light soil. There 
is no doubt that sun increases basal rot 
of some bulbs. I have found that ground 
covers seem to help reduce this trouble. 


McDonald, Niles: It is most important to 
locate beds so that you approach them 
from the south, since blooms face to the 
sun. Or place them against walls or shrubs 
to make them face you. Red-cupped 
varieties do best in filtered sunlight. 


GROUND COVERS 

Most specialists agreed that ground cov- 
ers are useful for keeping the ground 
cool and for hiding the dying foliage. 
But they emphasized that they should be 
shallow-rooted so as not to rob bulbs of 
food and moisture and not so robust that 
foliage of the daffodils is smothered. 


Craig, Los Angeles: Ground covers are 
good for dormant bulbs, especially if they 
are to be watered during dormancy. Dit- 
tany is particularly nice with bulbs. I 
have also used cerastium and Nepeta 
Mussini, although I admit these two are 
inclined to be over-rampant. I use small 
oncocyclus iris hybrids with them exten- 
sively. Violas, Virginian stock, and vis-

caria are other good bulb covers. I have 
seen dwarf creeping rosemary and small 
erodiums used effectively with bulbs. 
Taylor, Seattle: Various medium-height 
annuals and perennials will help to hide 
the foliage. When we do not have these, 
we tie the leaves into a neat knot and 
plant annuals over the bulbs. The kno‘ 
does not interfere with the normal func- 
tions of the leaves. 

In opposition to the general advice is 
the following: 

McDonald, Niles: Ground covers and daf- 
fodils usually are incompatible. Unless 
daffodils are spaced very widely, either 
the bulbs or the ground covers will dom’- 
nate at the expense of the other. Get your 
complementary colors through borders or 
backgrounds. A fine bed of daffodils earns 
the right to be well cared for. A light 
planting of forget-me-nots, Iceland pop- 
pies, or columbines is permissible. Use 
groups of iris, columbine, snapdragon, 
delphinium, and flowering shrubs to fo!- 
low daffodil bloom. These will carry the 
eye above the ripening foliage. Then 
plant annuals as soon as foliage has ye'- 
lowed. Don’t try to hasten this time by 
braiding or knotting the foliage or with- 
holding water. 


DAFFODILS IN CONTAINERS 

Anyone who has seen potted daffodils 
at flower shows knows how well they 
can be grown in containers. Pot in August 
or September. Most specialists agreed 
that it is best not to force daffodils, but 
to sink containers in sand, peat, or soil, 
and to allow the bulbs to grow naturally 
until time to bring them into flowering 
position—usually about mid-January. 
Conley, Eugene: If daffodils, especially 
King Alfreds, are kept in a cool place 
(40 to 50 degrees) until after January 1, 
they may be potted and placed directly 
in the light in a temperature of about 
60 degrees. They will flower in approxi- 
mately four weeks.

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Craig, Los Angeles: I know some people 
who grow them superbly in pots. Bone- 
meal is placed in the bottom of the pot 
and a mixture of good loam and peat 
over this and around the bulbs. Pots 
are buried until roots are developed, then 
are taken up and placed under a tree 
until daffodils are in flower and are ready 
to be brought into the garden. 
McDonald, Niles: When bloom is over. 
remove containers to an inconspicuous 
place in filtered sun, fertilize, and water 
until foliage is thoroughly ripened. Then 
set in a dry, shaded spot through the 
summer. Daffodils may be kept in con- 
tainers for two growing seasons. 
Taylor, Seattle: In the hands of the aver- 
age amateur, forced daffodils are apt to 
get too leggy; also, they do not like nor- 
mal house temperatures. 

For potting, use good garden loam with 
one-third peat. Plant bulbs about six 
inches deep, plunge containers six inches 
deep in peat or sand, and leave for 11 
or 12 weeks to form roots. Then lift 
and keep in semi-darkness until foliage 
turns from white to green.

If you wish to force daffodils for the 
house, follow the same procedure as 
above, but use all peat or bulb fibre. For 
the first three weeks after exposure to 
light do not let the temperature exceed 
50 degrees, or the bulbs will go “blind.” 
The main cause of failure is allowing 
bulbs to dry out. They cannot have too 
much water. Some of the best varieties 
for this purpose are King Alfred, Spring 
Glory, Sir Watkin, Actaea, Aerolite, 
Beersheba, Mrs. R. O. Backhouse, Mrs. 
E. H. Krelage, Trevithian, Twink, and 
all Poetaz varieties.

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SPECIAL COLLECTORS’ LIST 

In addition to the daffodils in the preced- 
ing lists, there were several outstanding 
varieties which were mentioned only once. 
They included a number of collectors’ or 
breeders’ items which still are expensive 
and difficult to find in nurseries. But for 
those who are collectors, here is a list 
of some of these specialties with com- 
ments from those who have grown or are 
acquainted with them: 


White Trumpet 

Broughshane has been described as “ele- 
gant,” “glorious,” and as one of the most 
spectacularly beautiful of all large white 
trumpet daffodils. One bulb costs ap- 
proximately $75. 


Bicolor Trumpet 

Content is a large, early, soft yellow 
in the comparatively high-priced class. 
Trousseau, which has white petals and a 
soft yellow trumpet turning to pinkish 
cream, and is an expensive item, is said 
to have the most beautiful flower of all 
bicolor trumpet daffodils, bar none. 


Incomparabilis 

Diolite, bright yellow with an orange cup, 
and Polindra, an extremely vigorous, 
cream-colored variety, were mentioned 
only once but are, nevertheless, outstand- 
ing. While higher than average in cost, 
they are not as expensive as some. 
Flamenco, white with an orange cup, and 
similar to Dick Wellband, but improved 
in form, was given only a single mention, 
perhaps because it is in the slightly 
above-average price range. 


Barri 

Of the once-mentioned daffodils in this 
section, Limerick, Quetta, Matapan, and 
Mahmoud were described as choice but 
still too expensive for planting by the 
average gardener. 

Rose Marie is valued for its very late 
bloom. Peggy and Therapia, both late 
blooming, are Barriis of excellent form. 


Leedsii 

Beautiful but expensive items listed in 
this classification included Green Island, 
Silver Wedding, Tehachapi, Alberni 
Beauty, Dream Light, and Moina. Mystic 
is lovely, but small, and best planted in 
shade. One specialist called White House 
“grand, but not easy to obtain.” Tene- 
dos is very beautiful but subject to basal 
rot. Lord Kitchener is reported to be 
the hardiest of all daffodils. 


Doubles 

Two doubles, Indian Chief and Texas, a 
variety that received three votes, were 
rated by one specialist as too heavy and 
as inclined to go down in the rain. And 
there was this warning on Daphne, Snow- 
sprite, and Albus plenus odoratus, all on 
the single vote list: their buds usually 
blast in California’s spring weather.

Mr. and 
Mrs. R. S. Grube of San Jose, California, 


like their own invention illustrated here. 





Here’s how it works: 

Half-inch pipe flanges are attached to the 
bottom of the chest at each corner; pieces 
of half-inch threaded pipe 14 inches long 
form the legs of the chest. 





Inside, the chest is divided into compart- 
ments for stove, kettles, and food. The 
stove (a) is a two burner gasoline camp 
stove. When being transported, it is stored 
on its side behind a partition board (b). 
This board is easily removed to make the 
table. It is fitted with a half-inch pipe 
flange at one end, and two pieces of half- 
inch threaded pipe 14 inches long are 
screwed together to form the table leg. 
The other end of the table board has two 
holes that correspond to holes in a one 
inch strip of wood attached to the side of 
the chest (c). The sections of pipe used for 
the table and chest legs are stored in one 
end of the stove compartment (d). A 24- 
inch piece of angle iron (e) is attached to 
the inside front of the chest near the lid. 
This iron bracing and the two front hinges 
make it possible to open front of chest. 
Folding desk brackets (f) hold it in place.

Storage shelter 


How to use in a permanent 
camp site 


CHOOSING TO BUILD or buy a 
summer cabin is a little like entering into 
a marriage. Because of the permanence of 
the arrangement, many people who be- 
lieve they would like a cabin and could 
well afford it, still have honest doubts 
about taking the final step. 

For such, we suggest a happy medium. 
Buy or lease your site at the mountains 
or seashore. Build one or more of the 
basic elements described below. Then 
take your time in deciding on the final 
construction. You can have the starting 
point for a permanent, year-around cabin. 
Or, if an overloaded work-a-day sched- 
ule or if long driving distances keep you 
from going there often enough to justify a 
cabin, at least you can have a year- 
around, permanent camp site. 

You start with a storage wall of water- 
proof plywood, set on redwood blocks 
so that it will be kept clear of the 
ground. For bracing against strong winds, 
cleat it to a pipe set several feet into the 
ground, or make it fast to a sturdy tree. 
Set the roof at an angle so that water 
will run off. 




















Inside, divide the storage wall into com- 
partments for cots, tarps, cooking uten- 
sils, shovel, axe, lanterns. Line one com- 
partment with fireproof materials to hold 
a small stove for cooking. With 14-inch 
mesh hardware cloth, rat proof all or 
parts of the interior. 





Use hinges on the door at the top so 
that it will swing open to form the roof 
of a small sheltered room. You can use 
tarps or other material and the whole 
enclosure would be suitable for both 
cooking and eating as well as sleeping.

Fit poles to hold up the door into holes 
or grooves. Or cleat them on. To make 
sure they don’t topple over, sink them 
a foot or two into the ground. 


The roof should also slant to allow 
rain to run off. The overhang of the 
main roof will prevent any leakage around 
the hinged joint. A drainage ditch around 
the structure is sometimes advisable. 


This box can be padlocked at both ends 
when not in use. It can be expanded by 
adding one or more of the following:

Base of concrete, wood, or firm ground. 
Cave wall, completely sheltered, with a 
hearth and fireplace for snugness on cool 
evenings and on rainy days. A metal 
hood over a stone hearth would be quite 
satisfactory. If the cave wall is placed 
adjoining other solid walls, it needs a 
window or other opening to let in day- 
light for cooking and other activities. 


Cover, set at a slight angle for water 
runoff. This could be canvas, burlap, 
logs, logs or saplings plastered with mud, 
thatch, or the more solid materials used 
in conventional house construction. 


The storage wall in this combination is 
an expanded version of the one above, 
with built-in bunks added. 


When these elements are put together, 
there is a further open area in the mid- 
dle. The open sides could be screened 
for additional protection. Plumbing and 
further construction could increase the 
livability. The nucleus of a cabin is here.

This portable barbecue is made in two 
parts, a grill and a fire holder. The fire 
holder has a small cultivator dise for its 
base, and a larger disc for its upper por- 
tion. A coupling is welded to the center 
of the convex side of the bottom disc. A 
nine-inch length of pipe, threaded all the 
way, fits into the coupling. The top disc 
has a jam nut welded to the center of the 
convex side; and a size larger pipe, about 
three inches long, is welded in the center 
of the concave side. This top disc holds 
the charcoal. It can be twisted up and 
down the threaded nine-inch pipe to vary 
the amount of heat on the grill. The 
short length of pipe is to keep the ashes 
out of the threads. A jam nut has to be 
used on the top disc because a coupling 
is tapered at the center and will not al- 
low the pipe to turn very far. The legs 
for the grill are 12-inch carriage bolts. 
Nuts to fit these bolts were welded into 
the edging around the grill. Both the 
grill and the fire holder come apart when 
summer is over and may be easily stored.

The meat is suspended from the top row 
of cross rods. A tray made of half-inch 
mesh hardware cloth rests on the lower 
row. Meat hangers may be made from 10- 
guage wire or from heavy wire coat 
hangers.—M. B. Portland.

ee. With aluminum foil... prawns... 
and a weekly menu plan 


BAKE, BROIL, AND EAT on alumi- 
num foil and save pots, pans, plates, and 
energy. This is the theory of the leaders 
of the Boy Scouts, who have pioneered 
this new approach to camp cooking and 
serving. Not only do they camp cook a 
whole meal in a double thickness of foil, 
but they eat right from the silvery pack- 
age. They tell how‘to make a frying pan 
from foil and cook bacon and eggs in it. 
They even rig up a drinking cup for hot 
cocoa from this adaptable material. 
The right kind of coals is the most im- 
portant factor when cooking in foil. A 
blazing fire just won’t do. Scout leaders 
suggest that until you become expert on 
heat and timing for foil cooking, it’s a 
help to peek inside at the wrapped prod- 
uct occasionally while it cooks. 

Here are some of the methods they recom- 
mend. And we might note right here that 
many of these techniques can be trans- 
lated to indoor fireplace cooking. 

To cook kabobs in foil: Thread meat, 
onion, green pepper, and tomato cubes on 
a skewer or a thin stick. Wrap in a double 
thickness of foil, place on coals, and cook 
for about 14 minutes. 

To cook lyonnaise potatoes and to broil 
a steak: Cut a large potato and an onion 
into thin slices, mix, add a little salt and 
a bit of butter, wrap in foil, and cook for 
15 minutes on the coals. The steak is 
broiled on foil, not in it. Arrange the steak 
on a sheet of foil but do not wrap. Place 
directly on top of the hot coals and broil, 
turning once. The length of time required 
for broiling depends on whether you like 
rare or well done steak. 

To bake biscuits: Cut or form the dough 
into rounds or squares that are about %4 
inch thick. Wrap each biscuit separately 
in a square of aluminum foil, leaving 
enough room for the dough to rise. Bake 
10 minutes. 

Hamburger patties, sliced potatoes, and 
carrot sticks can be cooked together in 
a foil slipcover. Don’t forget the salt, 
pepper, monosodium glutamate, and a 
layer of prepared mustard on the meat. 
This combination will require about 15 
minutes of hot coal cooking. 

One of the neatest tricks is their method 
of frying bacon and eggs in a double thick- 
ness of foil. Crimp up the edges of the 
foil and shape into a pan. Fry and eat 
out of the same “pan.” 


You can manage baked apples or baked 
bananas with the help of foil. To bake 


an apple, cut a slice off the top, remove 
the core, sprinkle a teaspoon of brown 
or white sugar in the hollow. Place on a 
square of foil and bring the corners up 
around the apple, twisting them together 
at the top to hold them secure. Bake 30 
minutes. To bake bananas, simply wrap 
in foil, skin and all, and bake about 10 
minutes on the coals.

PRAWNS MEET BARBECUE SAUCE 
While we are particularly enthusiastic 
about the small shrimp found along the 
Pacific Coast, we'd be the first to admit 
that it would be a bit difficult to grill them 
over hot coals. For this type of cooking, 
we turn to prawns that are big enough 
to thread on a skewer or which will stay 
put on a grill. 

The sauce is only part of the secret of 
good barbecued prawns according to Mrs. 
Louise Driggs of Oakland, California. 
There’s a right way to prepare them for 
barbecuing too. She has found that for 
a firmer, better flavored product, the 
prawns should be washed, peeled, and 
cleaned before the first cooking in boiling 
salted water. 


BARBECUED PRAWNS 
1 pound raw (green) prawns 
Y2 cup dark molasses 
1 can (8 oz.) Spanish style tomato sauce 
Y2 teaspoon salt 
2 teaspoon black pepper 
teaspoon dry mustard 
VY teaspoon Tabasco 
Pinch of thyme 
VY cup salad or olive oil 


_ 


Wash, shuck, and clean raw prawns. Toss 
into boiling salted water, reduce heat, 
and simmer 15 minutes. Drain and cool, 
but do not rinse as this tends to toughen 
them. Mix all the rest of the ingredients 
together to make the sauce. If you do 
not like too hot a mixture, cut down on 
the pepper, mustard, and Tabasco. Add 
the cooked prawns and turn in the sauce 
until completely covered. Scoop out the 
prawns and arrange on the barbecue grill 
or thread on skewers. Cook over hot coals. 
Turn prawns two or three times and baste 
frequently with the sauce left in the 
bowl. Serve hot, right from the grill. This 
is finger food, but have plenty of napkins 
near by. This amount will serve four when 
used as appetizers. Double the recipe if 
serving them as a main dish. 

Pickled prawns make good appetizers 
served as is or with a sauce. Simmer them 
in a mixture of half wine vinegar and half 
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water that has been seasoned with pick- 
ling spices, curry powder, onion, and a 
couple of cloves of garlic. These should 
not be drained but should chill right in 
the pickling liquid. 


TAKE IT EASY 

But, you say, how can we take it easy 
this month? We’re trying to cram all 
kinds of excursions into the last few 
weeks of summer. The children have to 
be outfitted for school. The pickles and 
other canning won’t wait. 

Our theory is: cook a large quantity of 
food once or twice a week, then fill in the 
holes in the menu with food from home 
freezer or emergency shelf. 

We realize this isn’t a new idea, but 
we're constantly amazed at how few 
homemakers plan ahead. The men behind 
the meat market counters can verify this. 
Probably their most common customer 
query is this one: “What can I have for 
dinner tonight?” 

Just by way of answering that question, 
let’s start with the meat. Suppose we 
cook a ham or a large roast on Saturday. 
We can serve it hot the first day, then 
take it easy on Sunday and build our 
menu around a cold meat platter, alter- 
nating the meat with slices of cheese and 
tomatoes. Now it’s time to let the roast 
rest for a day. With today’s refrigerators 
and freezers, there’s no reason to make 
a roast parade through the dinner menus 
day after day until it is used up. Quick 
meats such as ground meat patties broiled 
with tomato slices, lamb chops, or veal 
steak simmered in sour cream will break 
menu monotony. When we turn back to 
the roast, the amount that is left will 
determine its exit. Plenty of slices? Wrap 
them around a crisp vegetable salad mix- 
ture, or potato salad, or canned asparagus 
spears. Nothing but scraps? Get out your 
recipe for meat pie, spaghetti, turnovers, 
Spanish rice, or hash. The bone? It can 
and should take its final curtain call in 
the soup. 

The meat course, however, is just part 
of the game. Include in your Saturday 
cooking several pounds of potatoes boiled 
in their jackets and a dozen hard cooked 
eggs. The potatoes may be mashed the 
first day, fried the following, rolled in 
butter and broiled-tanned the next, then 
finished up in an oven-bake with cheese 
sauce. The hard cooked eggs may become 
part of a casserole, a salad, a creamed 
dish, or a garnish, and will keep well in 
their protective covering. 

The emergency shelf will be properly out- 
fitted if it includes cheese, canned meats 
and fish, several packages of cake, biscuit, 
pancake, and roll mixes, a few candy bars 
for quick sauces or frostings, quick cook- 
ing rice or the regular variety, macaroni 
products, and a variety of canned soups. 
It’s but a short step from shelf to table 
and some adventures in good eating.

SPOT YOURSELF on a fishing boat 
off San Diego, or beside a campfire in the 
Washington Cascades beyond Lake We- 
natchee, or in a shiny kitchen with a well 
stocked freezer, and you'll find, if you 
want him, a Chef of the West from this 
month’s panel with a suggestion for you. 
In this, the September meeting, three 
Chefs consider the September fisherman 
with a chowder or a form thereof. Chef 
Walter L. Wilson of Seattle speaks for the 
salt water fisherman. Important in fish 
stews is a firm-fleshed fish. Chef Wilson 
likes fresh northern halibut. However, 
it’s out of season now. Coastal fishermen 
name any of the firm white-meated fish— 
any rock cod is excellent. Obviously, this 
chowder could be varied to the left or 
right to create a cioppino or bouillabaisse. 
Add to this formula plenty of crab, 
prawns, clams, and possibly lobster, in 
the shell. Anoint with well-seasoned to- 
mato sauce containing a liberal amount 
of olive oil and white wine, and you tend 
toward the cioppino. Often, in cioppino, 
the fish may be entirely eliminated. Or 
switch in clams, or clam broth, some 
shrimp, crab, or lobster, a pinch of saf- 
fron added to the other herbs, tomato 
sauce and wine, and you are on your 
way to bouillabaisse. 


HALIBUT CHOWDER

Whether you dive for them, pry them 
loose during the minus tides, or buy 
them in a can, abalone used as steaks or 
in chowders raté high as a Western deli- 
cacy. Chef Paul B. Johnson of Sierra 
Madre, California, comes forth with his 
Abalone Soup. If you are not using the 
canned variety, better put the abalone 
through the coarse knife of the food chop- 
per. Although Chef Johnson's recipe calls 
for a pressure cooker, we make it in an 
open kettle by increasing the original 
cooking time by 25 to 30 minutes. Also 
we seasoned it to taste with a little rose- 
mary and thyme. 


ABALONE SOUP 

2 medium-sized onions, chopped 

1 cup sliced celery and chopped leaves 

1 to 2 tablespoons bacon drippings 

4 di sized potatoes, diced 

1 can (No. 2) canned abalone pieces

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to match his tall white bonnet. He knows 
that variety in the preparation of fish is 
important in camp, and, of course, takes 
the full quota of pan fried and baked 
trout before resorting to the chowder. 
He carries a two burner gasoline stove 
with a sheet iron oven 13 inches square 
that fits over one burner. This is useful 
for many purposes. 

“Good fat trout from 10 inches up baked 
in butter in a shallow pan beat any fried 
fish ever cooked. Biscuits also are avail- 
able on short notice. The oven, however, 
has other uses that add something to 
camp life, dishes such as chicken pie. 
Next time you are out, take along some 
canned chicken fricassee. Remove meat 
from bones at almost any time during 
the day. Concoct your favorite mixture— 
we use peas, carrots, a little onion, and 
a few potatoes mixed with the gravy. 
Make a short biscuit dough, pat *4-inch 
thick, and place on top of the chicken 
mixture in an enameled pan. Or, if you 
wish to be fancy, arrange criss-cross bis- 
cuit strips on top. Set the dish aside and 
go fishing, as you probably will in the 
late afternoon or early evening. When 
you come in too tired to fuss around with 
a meal and a lot of dirty utensils, just 
light up the oven, stick the dish in the 
pan, and in 30 minutes, here is a one-dish 
meal, piping hot—no fuss, no feathers, no 
trouble, nothing perishable.” 

Now here’s his fish chowder. 


TROUT CHOWDER 

4 strips bacon, diced 

1 large onion, finely diced 

3 or 4 good sized potatoes, thinly sliced 

2 or 3 carrots, diced or grated 

Salt, pepper, and thyme to taste 
8 seven-inch trout (or equivalent) 
Lump of butter 

Cook diced bacon and pour off fat. Stir 
in diced onion and sauté lightly. Add 
potatoes, carrots, and seasonings, with 
enough water to cover all ingredients. 
Simmer in a deep, covered skillet or kettle 
until vegetables are done and a thickened 
sauce has formed from potatoes. This 
will take from 30 to 40 minutes at high 
altitudes. In the meantime, prepare the 
trout by making a V-cut along all fins: 
remove with the bones; cut off heads and 
tails. Place trout gently on top of sim- 
mering chowder and replace cover until 
trout are done. Using two forks, split 
trout down the back through fin cut and 
carefully remove backbones and _ ribs. 
They will come out in one piece. Stir up 
the mixture and serve, after adding the 
lump of butter for more flavor. Serves 
4 hungry campers.

All chowders and stews are “outdoor 
dishes” in that they are one-dish affairs 
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adaptable to various types of meat and 
are capable of expansion to handle a 
number of people. Ray L. Sicard of Oak- 
land, California, nominates his Cowboy 
Corn as an equally easy-to-prepare and 
easy-to-expand barbecue to camp dish. 
“Recently I spent some time along the 
United States-Mezxico border, frequently 
visiting with a young couple ranching on 
the very banks of the silvery Rio Grande. 
Among the ranch hands, most of them 
Mexicans, was a veteran of the cow trails 
who had charge of chuck wagons supply- 
ing food to as many as 25 or 30 cowpokes 
and gauchos at a single meal. Travel was 
uncertain in those days, depending upon 
the condition of the herd and on the 
supplies of forage and water. Therefore, 
it meant rush meals on many occasions. 
Esteban’s favorite—and the most favored 
of his guests—was his Mexican version 
of this Cowboy Corn, probably one of the 
few Mexican dishes not too highly sea- 
soned for the average American palate. 


COWBOY CORN 
VY pound bacon or salt pork, diced 
2 cans (No. 2) whole kernel corn 
1 green pepper, finely chopped 
Onion, celery, garlic, chili powder, and 
pepper to taste 


Fry the bacon or salt pork lightly. Drain 
the juice from the canned corn and save 
this liquor to use later. Dump the corn 
into the hot skillet and let it sizzle for 
two or three minutes before stirring. 
Drop into this the green pepper (or red 
pepper if you want it hot) and other 
seasonings. When everything is mixed 
thoroughly, empty the corn liquor into 
the pan. If this doesn’t furnish enough 
moisture, add fresh or evaporated milk. 
Let it simmer, with a top on the fry pan, 
until liquid substances have almost dis- 
appeared. It is then ready to serve to six 
guests. With tortillas replacing silverware, 
you'll have a real taste treat.

Invent your own casserole recipes 


IF YOU GIVE a good cook the under- 
standing of the requisites of one good 
dish, then improvisation is easy.

WE CAN’T let September go by with- 
out noting a pickle and a chutney recipe 
that are well worth including in any 
pickle collection. Both are easy to do. 
We discovered a new chutney this year, 
made especially to serve with lamb.

We promised you a recipe for zucchini 
pickles and here it is. We tested quite 
a number of similar recipes but the con- 
census was that this is best of all. 
It is interesting to note that the methods 
were very much the same in most of 
the recipes but that the seasonings varied 
quite a bit. So now that the hills of zuc- 
chini are prolific, put some away for the 
winter in jars. These are like bread and 
butter pickles—crisp, crunchy, spicy. 


ZUCCHINI PICKLES 

4 pounds zucchini 

1 pound onions 
V2 cup salt 

1 quart vinegar 

2 cups white sugar 

2 teaspoons celery seed 

2 teaspoons tumeric 

1 teaspoon mustard

MACARONI AND CHEESE, versa- 
tile standby for busy or lazy-day meal 
planning, needs only a seasonal vegetable, 
a crisp salad, and a simple dessert, such 
as ice cream, for menu completion.

Let’s conclude with ice cream, plain or 
fancy. There are 10 good ideas here for 
menu gymnastics. 


Use a sauce for a sundae 

(1) Roll spoonfuls of ice cream in 
toasted coconut or toasted slivered 
almonds and serve with butter- 
scotch sauce. 

(2) Mix grated orange peel with granu- 
lated sugar, sprinkle over ice cream. 

(3) Add chopped mint leaves to crushed 
pineapple and spoon over ice cream. 

(4) Mix apricot jam with whipped 
cream. Layer in tall glass with va- 
nilla ice cream. 

(5) Combine crushed peppermint candy 
with whipped cream. Layer in par- 
fait glass with chocolate ice cream. 
Dot the top with a sprig of mint. 


Couple with cake, cookies, or pastry 


(6) Carefully scoop teaspoons of ice 
cream into tart shells, top with 
sweetened sliced peaches or slightly 
crushed berries. Serve immediately. 

(7) Line a freezing tray with wax pa- 
per, and sprinkle generously with 
macaroon crumbs. Press chocolate 
or vanilla ice cream into the crumbs, 
and add another thin layer of 
crumbs. Refreeze. Turn out of tray, 
cut in slices or squares to serve. 

(8) Top toasted slices of angel or sponge 
cake with ice cream. Take your 
choice of chocolate or butterscotch 
sauce with walnuts, filberts, al- 
monds, or pecans on top. 

(9) Melt brown sugar and butter to- 
gether, stir in cornflakes. Press in- 
to ring mold or layer cake pans. 
Remove from container before it is 
cold and serve with ice cream. 

(10) Stir cereal flakes into melted sweet 
chocolate. Chopped nut meats may 
be added. Spread. in thin layer on 
wax paper. Either crumble and 
sprinkle over ice cream, or serve 
with ice cream on top.

THERE’S a strange mixture of very 
good sense and sheer nonsense in the so- 
called gourmet approach to food. Being 
sensitive to discreet flavoring and to the 
delicate relationship between food types 
and textures is not nonsense. Neither is 
the understanding and appreciation of the 
importance of naming a dish. Food may 
attain distinction and favor through a 
name that reveals its origin and ancestry. 
The difference between a leftover and a 
mysterious surprise may be in name only. 
Here are a few Taste Tips which, plus 
the menu above, show the importance of 
and the nonsense of names. 

Consommé Murat. Simple! Nothing more 
then the addition of cooked raviolis. Place 
a couple in each soup bow], pour hot con- 
somme over, and have plenty of grated 
Parmesan cheese nearby. 

Beef a la Strogonoff. The pot roast of yes- 
terday may become a version of d la 
Strogonoff today. Cut the meat into inch 
squares. To 2 cups of heated leftover 
gravy, add 1 tablespoon lightly browned 
onion, 1 tablespoon tomato paste, and 3 
or 4 tablespoons thick sour cream. Sim- 
mer gently with the meat. Serve on a plat- 
ter garnished with small triangles of bread 
fried in butter until crisp and brown. 
Green Beans Oregano. A subtle touch of 
herbs and this becomes a specialité, too. 
Just a pinch of oregano added to cooked 
beans, along with a small can of mush- 
room pieces and butter. 

Lettuce with Vinaigrette Dressing. To 1 
cup of your favorite French dressing, add 
1 teaspoon each of finely chopped green 
olives, capers, chives, parsley, gherkins, 
and hard-cooked eggs. Have both dressing 
and lettuce very cold. 

Crépes Fraises. A delicate contribution to 
good eating. Start with thin batter flavor- 
ed with rum. Cook tenderly in butter or 
margarine, tilting the pan until the small 
amount of batter is distributed evenly. 
While still hot, spread with sour cream 
which also carries a bit of rum. Roll. Sprin- 
kle with chopped nuts and surround with 
lukewarm crushed frozen strawberries.

One-dish supper 





EARLY FALL EVENINGS inspire 
hospitality and tend to enlarge its scope. 
But large get-togethers don’t always have 
to be a strain on the cook. One main dish, 
a green salad, a loaf of warm French 
bread, fruit, and cheese add up to easy 
summer entertaining. 


For the main dish to serve a large group, 
say about 20 in all, we recommend this 
Tamale Pie that Mrs. O. L. Dudley of 
Ventura, California, concocts on such 
special occasions.

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September im your garden 


SEPTEMBER really is two months 
rolled into one. During the first two 
weeks, summer temperatures prevail, and 
most gardeners don’t feel like doing much 
besides watering and routine upkeep. But 
about the middle of the month, coinci- 
dental with school opening, temperatures 
usually begin to decline, and things gen- 
erally become more favorable for active 
gardening. 

At that time, most stores will have their 
first shipments of spring bulbs available. 
Many perennials will be ready to divide 
and replant. Nurseries will have fall and 
winter blooming annuals available. The 
busy fall season will be under way. 


HELLEBORE 

Although they won’t start blooming for at 
least another month, hellebores deserve 
attention in September for several reasons. 
First, they should be fed before and after 
blooming, which, in the case of the Christ- 
mas rose (Helleborus niger) means Sep- 
tember and early spring. Feed with bal- 
anced commercial fertilizer, liquid plant 
food, or a mulch of manure. Hellebore 
fanciers prefer the latter two methods. 
Secondly, hellebore can be planted from 
now until April. When planting, keep 
the roots covered with soil, and avoid 
drying by exposure to air. You can pur- 
chase them in pots or cans. 

Hellebore is one of the few true winter 


Irrigate heavily. Don’t slacken off on your 
watering this month just because the end 
of summer is in sight. September is the 
driest and often the hottest month. 


However, toward the end of the month, 
you should ease off on the watering of 
subtropicals such as hibiscus, tibouchina 
(pleroma), and bougainvillea. With less 
water they develop more woody stems, 
and hence are better equipped to with- 
stand frosts. 


Divide and replant. Dividing crowded pe- 
rennial clumps is a regular fall chore. 
Actually, it can be done any time be- 
tween the end of bloom and the begin- 
ning of spring growth. If you wish to get 
the task out of the way early, here are 
some perennials which should be ready 
for division this month: 


astilbe Peruvian lily 
dianthus phlox 
doronicum pyrethrum 
dwarf campanula physostegia 


linum tradescantia 
yarrow 


blooming perennials, blooming from Oc- 
tober to April. And through the summer, 
its glossy, deeply lobed foliage is a wel- 
come addition to any garden. 

It should be grown in a cool, moist, shady 
position—ideally in a rich loam, but any 
well-drained soil will suffice. Try com- 
bining it with rhododendrons, azaleas, 
fuchsias, tuberous begonias, camellias. 





Christmas rose 


The flowers are two to three inches in 
diameter. The following list of Lenten 
rose (H. orientalis) named varieties will 
give you some idea of their color range: 
Arlette has lilac rose blossoms pencilled 
in reddish violet; Baroness is greenish 
white flecked with mauve; Bicolor’s inner 
petals are white and outer petals are lilac- 
mauve; Delicatissima is white, pencilled 
with rose; and Grandiflora is a deep vio- 
let-rose. 


Christmas rose is a distinct type. It is 
rather dwarf, with large, single, bell-like, 
green-tinged white flowers. 


WHITE AND YELLOW 

DARWIN TULIPS 

Among the popular Darwin tulips (the 
type with the square-bottom blossoms), 
there are several new improved varieties 
which you may want for fall planting. 
The improved Darwins were developed 
by crossing the regular Darwins with a 
species tulip and by further crossing with 
the Breeder and Cottage type. Through 
this process, pure whites and many shades 
of yellow, formerly difficult to find among 
the Darwins, were developed. 

Here are three of the best whites: 

Mrs. Grullemans, which grows to a height 
of 27 inches, and has large substantial 
white flowers with sulphur yellow anthers. 
Glacier, which is an exceptionally large 
pure white tulip—its petals measure up 
to 6 inches in length. The flowers last as 
long as three weeks in the garden and 
stand up very well when cut. Stems grow 
to 30 inches. 

Annie Speelman, which bears large white 
oval-shaped flowers on stiff 30-inch stems. 
Two of the fine new yellow Darwins are: 
Starlight, which is a lemon yellow, deeper 
on the inside, and even deeper at the base, 
grows to 24 inches. 

Helen Gahagan is sulphur yellow with 
dark lemon yellow on the inside, turning 
to creamy white. Its height is 30 inches. 


SCARLET WISTERIA 
The scarlet wisteria (Daubentonia Tri- 
peti) isn’t a real wisteria at all. But, like 


What to do this month for a better garden 


Set out transplants. For fall and winter 
bloom, Northern and Central California 
nurseries will have the following plants 
available in flats.

Clean up. Start to rid your garden of 
pest- and disease-ridden debris before the 
bugs and fungus organisms go into win- 
ter hiding. Rather than coaxing the last 


flowers of summer annuals, tear them out 
and replace them with transplants of fall 
blooming annuals. 


The tail-enders are apt to be infested 
with insects and diseases. In the case of 
perennials, cut back the old blossoms. 
Clean apricot, peach, and other stone 
fruit trees of mummied fruit right away, 
in order to prevent possible infection or 
reinfection with brown rot. Remove fruit 
from the ground, too. 


Dahlias and chrysanthemums. September 
is an important month in the lives of 
these fall blooming plants. If you are 
trying for large blossoms, pick off side 
buds as they form. Watch for red spider 
and aphis. A combination of nicotine sul- 
phate and oil will control these pests. 
Make sure that the plants are well staked 
before the blossoms open. Also, it is wise 
to discontinue overhead watering when 
the plants start developing large buds. 


Plant bulbs. By the third week of the 
month, most nurseries and garden stores 
will have the following spring bulbs in 
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the real wisteria, it belongs to the legu- 
minosae family which includes about 500 
different plants ranging from bush beans 
through sweet peas to redbud and aca- 
cias. As far as leguminosae ornamentals 
are concerned the most common criticism 
is that even though some are attractive, 
the colors of the flowers are difficult to 
use in the garden, or they are too messy 
in their after-bloom stages. 





Scarlet wisteria 


The former is the case with Scarlet Wis- 
teria. If you have a place for a 10 or 12 
foot tree with showy orange-red and yel- 
low flowers, it is excellent. It’s a matter 
of personal taste and of grouping with the 
right plants. Scarlet wisteria, for instance, 
is attractive combined with dahlias, zin- 
nias, chrysanthemums, geraniums, and 
the like. P 
The tree, or shrub, is particularly well 
suited to valley gardens. It likes the valley 
heat, full sun, and seems to do well in 
quite ordinary soil. It is very rapid grow- 
ing and bears its pea-shaped flowers in 
long clusters all summer. 

During the past winter, only the small 
plants suffered from the cold. Plants four 
or five years old came through all right. 


It must be pruned severely when through 
blooming. It is inclined to be short-lived 
if some of the wood is not renewed an- 
nually. 


MULTI-FLOWERED TULIPS 

Strictly a novelty in the bulb line are the 
multi-flowered, or bunch flowering, tulips. 
They grow on a central stem with side 
branches, with each tip carrying a flower. 
One nursery carries them in mixed colors, 
which include Rose Mist, to 26 inches in 
height, and Wallflower, a little taller with 
red blossoms, yellow on the inside. An- 
other nursery offers them in pink or white. 


CHAMOMILE 

The fragrant-scented chamomile seems to 
be lost in today’s plant material picture. 
It was grown in mediaeval English gar- 
dens, and it has been used as a tonic for 
centuries. Nearly everyone’s grandmother 
had it in her garden, but it is seldom seen 
today. This is too bad, because in its 
own way it has as much to offer as the 
popular step-on ground covers ajuga, are- 
naria, dichondra, and lippia. In some 
ways it is even more desirable. 
Botanically known as Anthemis nobilis, 
chamomile is a low growing trailing or 
creeping plant with finely divided leaves 
and little yellow blooms on erect stems in 
late summer. When stepped on, it gives 
off a sweet fragrance. It is closely related 
to the weed dog fennel, but it has none 
of the latter’s coarseness. 

Plant chamomile in the sun or part shade. 
It is very useful between stepping stones 
or in pavement patterns. The tufts of 
leaves grow from three to six inches high 
and can be shortened with a lawn mower. 
The rather shabby-looking summer blos-

Sow wild flowers. September is the month 
for sowing wild flower seeds. They are 
easy and effective for quick color in new 
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suburban or country homesites. For large 
scale seeding, the following amounts are 
recommended: 1 ounce for 200 square 
feet; 1 pound for 5000 square feet; and 
5 pounds per acre. 


Meadow foam (Limnanthes Douglasii), 
which makes a great display in the spring, 
should be grown in a low spot where 
water lingers after rains. But clarkia, go- 
detia, red maids (Calandrina ciliata Men- 
ziesit), California poppy, nemophila, and 
lupin will take to slopes or flat ground. 


Spray and dust. If used on the right plants 
at the right time, the sprays and dusts 
you already have on your garden supply 
shelf can probably lick most of the pests 
found in September gardens. Consult 
Guide to insecticides or how to read a 
label, in Sunset for July 1949 for specific 
controls. If mildew is a problem on roses, 
zinnias, dahlias, and vegetables, you have 
a choice between sulphur or copper fun- 
gicides. A word to the wise is in order: 
Both types of fungicides are effective, 
but sulphur burns many plants when the 
temperature is over 90°, and is generally 


soms can be chopped off with a mower, 
too. Set the blades at about two inches. 
The plants will look a little brown for a 
few days but green growth always comes 
back fast. 

SHRUB OF THE MONTH 
Ceratostigma Willmottianum, which has 
no generally used common name, is a mar- 
velous shrub for its phlox-like flowers of 
clear blue and its rich autumn coloring. 
Its medium size and sharp color make 
it a fine choice for planting in a mixed 
border with perennials. Since it blooms 
through summer and fall, we would sug- 
gest planting it with white petunias, small 
yellow dahlias, yellow Korean chrysan- 
themums, scarlet or white geraniums, or 
clumps of day lilies. It should be situated 
in full sun or light shade. 

It is deciduous in most parts of Northern 
and Central California. It is improved by 
cutting back to the ground each year 
just before new growth starts. 





Rich blue blossoms 


In form, C. Willmottianum is airy, finely 
branched, about three feet high, with little 
leaves rather similar in shape to a small 
peach leaf. Toward the end of blooming, 
the seed pods become unattractive, look- 


ineffective under 78°. Furthermore, it 
injures cucumbers and squash. 


Rose care. The last rose of summer blooms 
in the fall. Keep bushes fed and watered. 
Open up the center of bushes by cutting 
out weak or crossing growth. Water in 
the morning to prevent mildew. 
Vegetables. Coastal and valley gardeners 
can start the following vegetables for 
winter harvest:

So you may want 
to hurry up your winter pruning. 


DWARF FLOWERING POMEGRANATE 
Dwarf flowering pomegranate (Punica 
granatum) makes a good companion 
shrub for planting with the Shrub of the 
Month Ceratostigma Willmottianum (see 
above). They bloom at the same time, 
grow to about the same height, and their 
colors offer a striking contrast—pome- 
granate’s scarlet with ceratostigma’s blue. 





Pomegranate blossoms 


All considered, the dwarf pomegranate is 
a desirable garden item. It is bushy, com- 
pact, and nicely mannered. If the weather 
gets cold enough, it loses its leaves for a 
short period during the winter, but it is 
not really deciduous. The flowers are full 
and double, and although often adver- 
tised as bright red, they usually have an 
orange cast. The new leaves are fresh, 
clean, bronzy green all summer, and in 
the fall they turn a saffron yellow—which 
many people mistake for a sign of disease. 
It is supposed to grow to four feet, but is 
seldom seen over two and a half feet. It is 
very useful for low hedges. Plant it in full 
sun because shade is one of its downfalls. 


PERENNIAL OF THE MONTH 

There are only a few fall blooming peren- 
nials for the shade—and Japanese anem- 
one (Anemone japonica) is one of them. 
For that reason it is practically a must 
for shady borders. 





Japanese anemone or windflower 


Japanese anemone is often called wind- 
flower because the stems wave so grace- 
fully in the breeze. Flowers are produced 
on slender stems two feet high, rising from 
a tuft of well-formed, hairy leaves. 

Of the two colors, pink and white, we 
prefer the pink because its flowers last 
longer, and the cup shape is considerably 
more definite. The pink is called Queen 
Charlotte; the white is Whirlwind.

When well grown, Japanese anemones are 
very attractive, but when neglected they 
can be quite unsightly. They should have 
good drainage, rich soil, and plenty of 
water in the summer. They do best in 
fairly heavy shade, but some light is ne- 
cessary for best results. 


It combines nicely with camellias, azaleas, 
daphne, foxglove, chimney-bell campa- 
nulas (C. pyramidalis), ferns, hydrangeas, 
agapanthus, and fuchsias. A beautiful ef- 
fect is given to a shaded pool by using 
these anemones in the border planting. 


SCHIZANTHUS—POOR MAN’S 
ORCHID 

For early spring bloom, sow seeds of poor 
man’s orchid, also known as _ butterfly 
orchid, early this month. It is best known 
as a summer blooming annual from spring 
sown seeds, but it is equally successful 
when sown now for late winter and early 
spring bloom. 


As with any other early annual you might 
sow this month, it is important to get the 
seeds started right away. If you wait too 
long, the plants may spend the winter in 
an immature state and so bloom late. 


Start the seeds in flats. As soon as the 
plants are big enough to handle, trans- 
plant them to the garden. Or, they can be 
grown for pot plants like this: Sow in 
flats of sandy soil, cover seeds 4g inch 
deep. In December, place the plants in 3- 
inch pots, and later move into sixes. They 
are not supposed to be very frost resistant, 
but they got through 24° last year. 


A word about what schizanthus leoks 
like: The blossoms are shaped and 
marked something like miniature orchids. 
The foliage is small and finely cut. The 
branches are erect and the blossoms are 
borne up and down the stems. 


RANUNCULUS AND ANEMONES 
FROM SEED 

You can have ranunculus and anemones 
in bloom next spring from seed sown this 
month as well as from the customary 
bulb planting in October through Janu- 
ary. And, after bloom next spring, you 
will have a fine crop of bulbs for use the 
following year. Seedlings blossom quite 
heavily the first year although the stems 
aren’t quite as long as those on plants 
grown from bulbs. 

Sow the seeds right away in an open 
ground bed where they can be watered 
frequently and easily. The soil should be 
deep and quite sandy. Sow the seeds 
rather thick and cover them with not 
more than 14 inch of soil or sand. It usual- 
ly takes from three to six weeks for the 
seed to germinate. After the seedlings 
are up they should be fed lightly with 
commercial fertilizer. 


Both anemones and ranunculus should 
have good drainage; if kept too wet they 
will develop root rot. Both plants are 
quite susceptible to nematode, but have 
few other pests.

How to judge good tree surgery 


CAVITY WORK is the most difficult 
and specialized part of tree surgery. It 
should not be attempted by amateurs. 
Even professional tree surgeons often in- 
stall fillings that are complete failures and 
do the tree more harm than good. 

No two cavities ever are exactly alike. 
Although principles followed in treating 
them never vary, each cavity calls for 
individual application of these principles. 
There are three general types of cavities: 
the base cavity, the “shiner,” and the 
splitty-crotch cavity. Each is named ac- 
cording to its position on the tree. 

Base cavities have only one visible end. 
They are found at or near the ground 
level. “Shiners,” the most noticeable cavi- 
ties, are located where a limb has been 
removed or broken off. Splitty-crotch 
cavities, the most difficult to handle, are 
located in the crotches. Most larger 
splitty-crotch fillings require woodscrew 
braces to provide additional strength. 
Cavity work is divided into these distinct 
operations: tracing, shaping, excavation, 
and filling.

TRACING 

Tracing a cavity is the process of cutting 
an edge around the cavity. To prevent 
obstruction of the sap as it flows down 
the sides of the cavity, both the top and 
the bottom of the opening should taper 
to a 30-degree point. Without an even 


flow of sap to produce callus growth, the 
cavity will not heal thoroughly. 

As the tracing progresses, each completed 
or partially completed section should be 
sealed with orange shellac, which is neu- 
tral and non-injurious to plant tissues. 
Unless it is sealed within 30 seconds, ex- 
posed cambium and live bark die back.

SHAPING 

Shaping is the operation by which the 
shape and the borders of the cavity are 
established in relation to the sap flow. If 
the opening is not shaped correctly, the 
cambium layer will die back on top and 
bottom and around the ragged edge. Be- 
cause healing takes place from the sides 
of the cavity, the wider the opening, the 
longer it will take to heal and the greater 
the damage to the tree. It is important to 
keep the cavity as narrow as possible. 
Shaping can be done with a chisel or 
heavy knife. The tool must be sharp, to 
prevent tearing the bark and to prevent 
too much pressure on the delicate cam- 
bium layer beneath. It is of utmost im- 
portance to remove alli dead bark. 

With cavities which are traced, shaped, 
and excavated but not filled, the entire 
exposed area up to the bark edge should 
be painted several times with a good tree 
paint. Repaint once a year, oftener if 
check marks open in the wood and break 
the paint seal. 
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EXCAVATING 

Decay in a tree is much the same as decay 
in a tooth. All active decay must be re- 
moved and the exposed wood disinfected 
before a filling is installed..Once decay 
starts back of a filling, it will rot out and 
weaken the remaining heartwood twice as 
fast as it would if the cavity were open. 
Tree surgeons remove decayed portions 
with hand tools such as chisels, scrapers, 
augurs, and electric drills. 

The surface of a completed cavity should 
be smooth so that it will take a good coat- 
ing of paint before the filling is installed. 
To insure a secure filling, side walls of 
the cavity should be cut straight back at 
an angle of 90 degrees or more, or at a 
right angle to the surface of the filling. 
After the cavity has been excavated and 
is completely clean, the exposed wood 
should be disinfected with bichloride of 
mercury or a similar disinfectant, and the 
entire inner surface given two coats of 
recommended tree paint. Never use creo- 
sote or lead paint, both of which are in- 
jurious to living tissue. Nor should blow 
torches be used to remove decayed wood, 
because intense heat kills the cambium. 
Another important rule: the edge or lip 
of the cavity must be left strong enough 
to stand the filling. 


FILLING 

The type of filling now used by most tree 
surgeons is based on the Davey Block 
System, shown to the left. 

In larger fillings, sectional joints, none of 
which should be over 6 inches on any side, 
are necessary to absorb expansion. 

In order that callus growth will grow and 
heal onto the cement filling immediately, 
there should not be more than 1 inch 
between the cambium edge and the filling. 
Bare wood should never be left alongside 
a filling, since it will decay before the 
healing roll has had time to cover it.

How to dig and 


store gladiolus corms 


Careful handling will insure 
quality bloom next year 


THE QUALITY of next year’s gladio- 
lus blooms will depend partly on how 
carefully you dig and store the corms 
this fall. None of the steps illustrated and 
explained here should be omitted. 

It is time to lift gladiolus corms when 
foliage turns yellow and withers. When 
digging, loosen dirt around the corm and 
pull up gently by the tops. 

The old corm which produced this year’s 
blooms is the dirt-covered one on the 
bottom. The new corm to be saved is the 
lighter colored one on top.

The small, hard-shelled cormels, some 
shaken loose and some still attached to 
the corm in the photo above, also can 
be stored if you wish to propagate a par- 
ticularly fine variety. Planted out next 
year in nursery rows, they should pro- 
duce blooming-size corms in two years. 


DRYING AND STORAGE 

Old leaf stalks can be cut off immediate- 
ly after digging. It is best to burn them, 
because they very likely may be infested 
with thrips. 

Corms infested with thrips are darker in 
color than those which are unaffected 
and are usually sticky with sap which 
exudes as result of injury by these insects. 
Lay the corms out to ripen in open flats, 
crates, or shallow boxes. Store them dur- 
ing the ripening period in a warm dry 
spot. They should be sufficiently ripe in 
about three weeks. At the end of this 
time pull off the old corm on the bottom,

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Annuals to fill the color gap 
from November to April 


YOU ARE DUE for a disappointment 
if you think you can wait until after 
the last zinnia or petunia has bloomed 
before planting winter and early spring 
annuals. The reason is this: Most plant 
growth ceases or slows down considerably 
when temperatures fall below 50 degrees 
or thereabouts. Getting annuals into the 
ground this month means that they will 
be well along toward maturity by the 
time this temperature is reached. 

Last year, September-planted annuals in 
our test garden were all in or near the 
bloom stage by December; they stood 
still and looked very tired during the 
freeze, but as soon as the weather warmed 
up, they resumed growth and began 
blooming beautifully. On the other hand, 
plants set out early in November, particu- 
larly stock, suffered heavy casualties dur- 
ing the winter and gave only a short 
period of bloom once the weather warmed 
because their root systems were very 
poorly established. 


SEEDS OR PLANTS? 
Whether to sow seeds or plant nursery 
transplants? It would probably be bet- 
ter for Northern and Central California 
gardeners to buy started plants where- 
ever possible. In Southern California, 
where the temperatures are a little slower 
in dropping, success can be had from 
seeds if they are sown immediately. 
The problem of availability also enters 
the picture. New varieties of many an- 
nuals are not available as transplants. 
The growers who supply nurseries stick 
by the old favorites as a matter of good 
business. Consequently, if you want to 
grow some of the new colors and shades, 
it means sowing seeds. 
Here is a list of favorite winter and early 
spring blooming annuals.

CALENDULA AND CORNFLOWER 


The calendula or pot marigold is always 
way up on any list of winter-blooming 
annuals because it will stand several de- 
grees of frost and will furnish warm gar- 
den colors all winter. Plants set out now 


should come into bloom by Thanksgiving. 
The stems are sturdy, the plants grow to 
about 18 inches, and the flower heads 
measure from two to four inches across. 





Pacific Beauty calendulas are sturdy, heat 
resistant, come in clear, unusual colors 


At your nursery you will probably find 
the following common but very desirable 
varieties: Lemon Queen, Orange King, 
Ball’s Gold, and Ball’s Orange. As far 
as color is concerned the names are self- 
explanatory and accurate. 

For some new and different shades you 
can sow seeds of the recently introduced 
Pacific Beauty strain. It includes: Apri- 
cot Beauty, with a two-toned apricot 
coloring effect, large flowers, and long 
stems; Cream Beauty, a creamy white, 
shaded to soft yellow; Lemon Beauty, 
with long, wide, graceful petals; and Per- 
simmon Beauty. 

For a nice combination, try the Pacific 
Beauty calendulas with the shorter dark 
blue double cornflower Jubilee Gem. 
Cornflower seed can be broadcast this 
month for bloom by Christmas. But keep 
the beds moist and, as a further pro- 
tection, apply a 44-inch mulch of soaked 
peat over the seed bed. 

If you don’t care to combine calendulas, 
remember that they are one of the best 
cut flowers and can be grown alone for 
that purpose.

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fall and winter bloom, but because of 
little demand it is rarely offered at nur- 
series at this time. However, it grows 
rapidly from seed, and winter bloom is 
a fairly sure thing if you sow the seeds 
immediately. Glistening White has a dark 
blue center and is dark blue on the back 
of the petals. Its almost trailing habit 
makes the one-foot spreading plants won- 
derful in broad low borders or edgings. 
If geraniums happen to last in bloom 
through the average winter in your local- 
ity, you might plant this daisy with them 


CANDYTUFT 





Giant hyacinth - flowered candytuft has 
large flower trusses, extremely long stems 


The giant hyacinth-flowered candytuft is 
effective as a companion with tall tulips. 
It is pure white, with enormous showy 
flower trusses to one foot high. 

You probably will be able to find trans- 
plants of the usual white candytuft in 
the nurseries. If the giant-flowered type 
is not available, try growing it from seed. 
Sow the seeds over tulip plantings this 
month, give them the same care as corn- 
flower, and you should get bloom in win- 
ter or spring. If the plants aren’t over 
the growth hump by December, they will 
certainly put on enough growth in early 
spring to bloom with the tulips. 


ICELAND POPPY 

Iceland poppy is a perennial usually 
treated as a winter-blooming annual, and 
an old favorite for winter bloom. It is 
very hardy and produces blooms in the 
middle of frosts. 

Gartford’s Giant has beautifully fluted 
flowers, with two-foot stems that are 
valuable for cutting. This variety is avail- 
able in transplants and in seed packets. 
Mixed colors are sold in both cases, and 
they run chiefly to the softer, easily com- 
bined pastel shades. 

Also, you can obtain mixtures running 
mostly to yellows and oranges. In separ- 
ate shades there are Emperor, a large 
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orange, and Yellow Wonder, also ex- 
tremely large. 


LARKSPUR 





Larkspur Super Majestic is tall, comes in 
lovely separate colors, superb for cutting 


Giant Imperial is the leading strain of 
annual larkspur. From’ a distance, this 
larkspur variety looks like delphinium. 
But from a closer view, you will find that 
the spikes are more tightly bunched and 
the individual flowers are smaller. 
Nurseries have mixed Giant Imperials 
available in flats. From seed houses, you 
have your choice of up to 15 named varie- 
ties, in shades of blue, lavender, rose, 
salmon, and even a white. 

If you choose to sow seed, thin the seed- 
lings to a foot apart this fall. Nursery 
transplants can be set at that distance to 
begin with. 


SNAPDRAGON 

You can have snapdragons in heights 
ranging from eighteen inches to four feet, 
in white, from softest yellow through 
orange to red, and from shell pink to rich 
rose. No winter and spring flower, with 
the exception perhaps of larkspur, has the 
same spiky form so effective in gardens 
and cut arrangements. 

The new tetra or tetraploid snapdragons 
are worth planting not only for their heav- 
ily frilled flowers, but because of their 
greater vigor which seems to make them 
more resistant to rust than other strains. 


PRIMULA 

It is too late to sow seeds of the fairy 
primrose (Primula malacoides). It needs a 
long growing season and for this reason it 
is usually sown in July or early August. 
However, nurseries make a big specialty 
of fairy primrose seedlings and potted 
plants this month. They sell named varie- 
ties as follows: Snow Princess, white; 
Glory or Riverside, rose; Brilliancy, red; 
and Ericksonii, lavender and pink. 

For a beautiful spring combination, plant 
P. malacoides with forget-me-not and 
schizanthus under a flowering cherry. 
Nurseries also offer Primula obconica, 
with lilac to pink flowers.

Geraniums with unusual leaves 


IF YOU APPRECIATE the form, 
color, and fragrance of leaves as much as 
of flowers, two branches of the geranium 
family deserve your attention. They are 
the variegated foliage and scented gera- 
niums, some examples of which are shown 
in the following columns. Add a new 
touch to your garden by trying them in 
borders, pots, or window boxes. 


VARIEGATED FOLIAGE GERANIUMS 


Most of these geraniums originated in the 
Victorian period, when they were popular 
for bedding or for edgings around larger 
plants, such as cannas. Of the 130 or so 
varieties listed as available at that time, 
relatively few still remain in the nursery 
trade. But among these, you will find 
some of the most attractive. 


These highly individual plants are equally 
at home in modern or old-style settings. 
Their foliage shows up especially well 
against light stone, brick, or light colored 


crushed rock paving. Most of them are 
effective in pots, whose colors can be 
chosen to pick up one of the colors in the 
leaves. For example, those with white 
zones or variegations look trim and sharp 
in white pots. For varieties with deep 
green, dark zoned leaves, use light green 
glazed pots. For those whose leaves are 
marked with dark red or bronze, use the 
usual brick-colored terra cotta pots. 

A row of one variety of variegated foliage 
geraniums makes a distinctive edging for 
a bed of plain leafed geraniums with prom- 
inent flowers. If flowers of the variegated 
types should clash with the others, keep 
them picked off. 

Also, you can take a clue from Victorian 
gardeners and use variegated foliage types 
as bedding and edging plants. You still 
see edgings of the small, compact, green 
and white leafed Madame Salleron (also 
called Madame Salleroi) around beds of 
annuals, perennials, or roses. Any variety

with white, silver, or light yellow mark- 
ings makes a particularly good edging for 
borders of long blooming flowers such as 
Aster Frikarti, penstemon, coral bell, day 
lily, Shasta daisy Esther Reed or Marco- 
ni, or polyantha roses. But hold the edg- 
ing to one variety because combinations 
of several different variegations will seem 
confusing and spotty. 

For thrifty plants, give these geraniums 
a well-drained, light soil that is evenly 
moist. All should have as much sun as 
possible without burning the leaves. Some 
afternoon shade is desirable in the interior 
valleys. Because the finest coloring ap- 
pears in the young leaves, variegated foli- 
age geraniums should be encouraged to 
put out new growth. 

These varieties will stand as much frost 
as ordinary geraniums. Northwest gar- 
deners should grow them in pots or lift 
and store them before the arrival of the 
heavy frosts. 


SCENTED GERANIUMS 

The list of scents found in leaves of this 
group of geraniums reads like the con- 
tents of a spice cabinet and fruit basket.

Some of the fragrances are best described 
as sweet and cloying; others as aromatic; 
a few as pungent, or strong and coarse. 
Part of the fun in growing these plants is 
in identifying the various scents which 
include, among others: apricot, camphor, 
coconut, lemon, lime, nutmeg, ginger, 
peppermint, rose, apple, strawberry, and 
southernwood. 


While scented geraniums also are good 
pot plants and are best grown this way 
if you live in a heavy frost belt, there are 
few restrictions on their uses. Somewhere 
in every garden, preferably near a door or 
much used path, there should be a rose, 
lemon, or peppermint geranium from 
which, as you pass, you could pick a leaf 
to rub between the fingers to extract its 
full fragrance.

fuzz, makes a beautiful ground cover or 
wall plant for sheltered patios or terraces. 
Or it can be placed at the top of a wall 
and allowed to cascade down. 

Tidy little nutmeg geraniums (P. fra- 
grans) are attractive edgers and pot 
plants. Pinch back the tips to keep them 
bushy and compact. 


Lady Plymouth, with fascinating, deeply 
cut, creamy edged leaves, is so ornamental 
and unusual that it deserves its own con- 
tainer. The variety most often listed is 
mint-scented; however, there is one with 
rose fragrance. 

The handsome, lobed leaves of Clorinda 
are dark green; the large flowers rich 
pink. This is one of the most attractive 
of all the scented types. 

One of the rarest, and in the collector’s 
class, is ginger-scented P. glaucifolium. 
The gray-green, long-petioled leaves are 
much divided and very crinkled along the 
edges. The maroon-black and greenish 
yellow flowers are fragrant at night. 

A heavy growth of small, creamy varie- 
guted leaves makes Prince Rupert, a va- 
riety of lemon-scented P. crispum, one of 
the most desirable of all the fragrant 
geraniums. It is attractive in the garden 
or in pots. 

The pheasant’s foot geranium, related to 
P. denticulatum, has fernlike, sticky 
leaves with a pungent odor. This is an- 
other distinctive pot plant. 


Like herbs and sachet plants, such as lav- 
ender, these geraniums yield their best 
fragrance when grown in soil that is light, 
well-drained, and on the poor side. Rich 
soil and plenty of water produce lush 
growth but dissipate fragrance and, in 
the case of other types of geraniums, re- 
duce flowering. All geraniums, but espe- 
cially the scented types, respond favor- 
ably to a pot-bound condition.
